After two days of debate in 
[lie Legislature. Stu Leggatt 
(NDP—Coquitlam-Moody) 
has won his fight for an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry into inci¬ 
dents involving a judge and 
Deputy Attorney-General 
Richard Vogel. 

Thursday afternoon Attor¬ 
ney-General Garde Gardom 
announced the appointment 
of Mr. Justice Peter Seaton 
of the B.C. Appeal Court as a 
one-man commission to in¬ 
vestigate claims Oral Vogel 
had interfered with the judi¬ 
cial process. 

The judge will be armed 
with all the power of a royal 
commission although his in¬ 
quiry is expected to be 
brief. 

Leggatt introduced the 
matter of Judge Phil Govan 
of Richmond and Vogel dur¬ 
ing debate on Gardom's esti¬ 
mates Tuesday night. He 
continued to hammer away 
at the same theme as debate 
on the attorney-general's 
spending continued Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. 

An hour after Gardom an¬ 
nounced the inquiry, his esti¬ 
mates were approved. 

Outside the Legislature 
Thursday. Leggatt said he 
was happy with the attor¬ 
ney-general's announce¬ 
ment. 

"I'm satisfied,'' he said. 

"It's the appropriate ac¬ 
tion for him to lake to clear 
the air. An appeal court 
judge with those powers has 
all the flexibility he needs to 
conduct a full inquiry. And it 
doesn't have to be a judicial 
fair or circus. It shouldn't 
lake loo much time, really.

“He said he will try to put 
our case before the queen."

ada promises the Indians an 
equal voice with English- 
and Freneh-Canadians in 
any revision of that docu¬ 
ment.

today's caucus meeting 
which way they arc likely 
to lean. 

Whatever the case, the 
question could be academic 
because of the growing im¬ 
patience of woodworkers, 
particularly on Vancouver 
Island. 

More than 5.000 of the 6,000 
members in the IWA’s Port 
Alberni local were off the 
job, many of them because 
of walkouts at logging opera¬ 
tions that have created a 
shortage of logs for the 
mills.

RCMP bugs 
fact of life, 
says Soviet

OTTAWA — Electronic bugging by the RCMP 
Security Service is an unavoidable fact of life for 
Russian diplomatic personnel, according to a spokes¬ 
man for the Soviet embassy. 

"We know that we are bugged." assistant press 
attache Igor Lobanov said Thursday. "We know it so 
we don’t discuss particular information." 

Lobanov said the censored areas include their 
personal residences. He refused to say whether 
hidden microphones or other eavesdropping equip¬ 
ment has been uncovered as evidence that the 
RCMP has made bugging attempts 

"There is proof," he said, "but I won't go into it. 
It is not my subject." 

He said the subject is a matter for technical ex¬ 
perts. 

THE ISSUE OF THE RCMP bugging foreign 
embassies in Ottawa was raised Wednesday at the 
McDonald Commission hearing into RCMP wrong¬ 
doing when Michael Dare, director-general of the 
RCMP Security Service, complained that an interna¬ 
tional treaty was limiting the right to bug embassies 
in Canada. 

Dare's volunteered statement shocked the secur¬ 
ity and intelligence community. While virtually all 
countries routinely w iretap and bug the embassies of 
unfriendly countries the practice is never discussed. 
It is an unwritten rule among countries that one does 
not acknowledge that such activity occurs, let alone 
raise the subject. 

In keeping with this tradition spokesmen for 
various Eastern European embassies refused to 
comment on the matter. Included in this silence was 
the Polish embassy which last year reportedly found 
an array of listening devices imbedded in the w alls of 
its premises. The alleged discovery was made when 
Polish workmen were renovating the historic build 
ing. At the time the embassy neither confirmed nor 
denied the incident. 

IN HIS TESTIMONY, Dare said he has asked 
RCMP legal officers to ask the United States and 
Britain, who also are signatories to the international 
agreement restricting embassy bugging, "how they 
have handled this agreement." 

A spokesman for the department of external af 
fairs said he does not know what international 
agreements Dare is talking about, He said it is up to 
Dare to specify the particular agreement. 

The spokesman added: “Over the recent years 
this department is not aware of any complaint from a 
foreign embassy.” 
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U.S. gas queues irritate UN’s Arabs 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — Oil-rich 
Iraq, complaining that its UN diplomats 
had to wait in line four hours to buy 
gasoline, suggested at a committee meet¬ 
ing Thursday that some New York filling 
stations be set aside for diplomats only. 

Saib A. K. Bafi. Iraqi deputy chief dele¬ 
gate, told the UN Committee on Relations 
With the Host Country another idea might 
be to let diplomats buy their gasoline 
at the UN headquarters pump now re¬ 
served for 20 UN Secretariat trucks. 

U.S. delegate Herbert Reis ignored 
Bafi's point about special stations but said 
his delegation would be willing to support 
an application to the U.S. government for 


an increased allocation of gasoline to the 
UN pump. 

Yoshio Tagaya, a UN secretariat offi¬ 
cial, said the idea of making that pump 
available to the diplomatic community 
needed careful study before anything 
could be done about it. 

The meeting was adjourned without ac¬ 
tion until Monday. 

The meeting was requested by Ambas¬ 
sador Salah Omar al-Ali of Iraq, a mem¬ 
ber of the Organization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries. 

Bafi told a reporter: "We ask for gaso¬ 
line to be allocated for diplomats because ' 
thev are in a terrible situation.” 


He said diplomats were having to wait 
in line for gasoline at filling stations when 
they should be carrying out their normal 
duties. 

Taking Iraq as an example, Bafi said: 
"We are using a lot of gas. We have to 
stand in the line and this is all affecting our 
work." 

He explained that Iraq has a6out 10 
official cars, its diplomats drive four times 
a day between their uptown New York 
mission and UN headquarters and they go 
periodically to Kennedy airport to send or 
pick up diplomatic pouches. 

But he said that Iraq, a member of the 
committee, is acting not for itself alone but 


"for all the diplomatic missions here at the 
UN" in asking for a meeting on the 
subject. He said other countries, both Arab 
and non-Arab, have requested Iraq to 
act. 

Asked if he knew what is causing gaso¬ 
line to be in short supply in some parts of 
the United States, Bafi replied: •"No, I 
don't.”

The industry- insists that 
with ail other benefits in 
eluded, the fullers will be 
getting a package that is 
worth $10 more per day 

"What the industry said to 
us when confronted with the 
fullers' demands was that 
we go away and make up our 
minds either to accept or 
strike—they're going home 
and they don't intend to 
come back. They say (hey 
don't care what we do now 
It's up to us. We've got the 
final offer, and that's that."

Union sources also said the 
industry negotiators were 
willing to risk a confronta¬ 
tion on the fullers' issue be¬ 
cause of the fact "some fal- 
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lers are earning up to $240 a 
day through under-the-table 
deals A lot more art getting 
$180“ 

"I’ll tell you something 
else," one highly-placed 
IWA official said. "We could 
sell this agreement with no 
problem at all. or we could 
shoot it down with no trouble. 
But we're stuck. We've got to 
wait and see what the pulp 
unions are going to do." 

The unions have been 
playing a waiting game with 
each other for this reason 
The IWA seems to fear that 
even if it does recommend 
and get acceptance from its 
members, either or both of 
the pulp unions will strike 
Because of the common em¬ 
ployer structure, picketing 
would soon hit the IWA op¬ 
erations in spite of any con¬ 
tract they might have 

When talks ended Thurs 
day Keith Bennett, chief ne¬ 
gotiator for F.I.R., said the 
ball was "in the union's 
court." 

''We're lending our nego¬ 
tiating committee home— 
we're finished." 

Said Jack Munro. western 
regional president of the 
IWA: "If we decide the pro¬ 
posal is acceptable we ll 
take it to the membership 
right away. If not, we'll go on 
strike right away.” 

All three unions already 
have strike mandates as a 
result of previous votes. 

The wage offer is the same 
to all three—increases of 90 


cents an hour in the first 
year and 91$ per cent in the 
second. The base rate for all 
now is $8.16 an hour. 

Both pulp unions said the 
pension offers, even with 
their improvements, were 
not good enough. They want 
equal treatment for retired 
members, assurance their 
pensions will be increased to 
match cost of living 
creases. 

The industry says the two- 
year offer would cost $300 
million a year.

The complicated issue 
began on April I when Govan 
ruled that a section of the 
Family Relations Act was 
unconstitutional, but de¬ 
clined to hear arguments 
against his ruling. 

Gardom told the Legisla¬ 
ture earlier this week that 
his ministry disagreed with 
the judge's ruling and ap¬ 
pealed to the B.C. Supreme 
Court for a ruling which in 
effect ordered Govan to pro¬ 
ceed with the case in ques¬ 
tion. 

The supreme court ruled 
in favor of the ministry on 
April 23 but for 20 days prior 
to that Govan had refused to 
hear cases in which the chal 
lenged section was involved 
and thus virtually ground to 
a halt "dozens of actions." 

Gardom admitted to the 
Legislature that on May 9 
when the original case was 
scheduled to be heard again. 
Govan was asked to disqual¬ 
ify himself because of his 
earlier judgment. 

Govan declined, heard the 
case, and in bringing down 
his judgment referred to 
what he called interference 
by the ministry. He said that 
he was left with the impress¬ 
ion that the ministry was 
looking for a "more compla¬ 
cent judge who would hear 
and make orders without en¬ 
tering upon this constitution¬ 
al inquiry.” 

Gardom has insisted all 
along that Vogel's action did 
not constitute interference 
and that his call was "rou¬ 
tine. expected and anticipat¬ 
ed in the performance of his 
duties." 

Vogel has said that he 


welcomed an inquiry. Ear¬ 
lier this week he confirmed 
that he had phoned Govan 
"but only to outline the min¬ 
istry's strategy and give no¬ 
tice that it planned to ques¬ 
tion his ruling in the supreme 
court." 

Until the hearing is con 
v eluded all parties involved 
have stated they will refuse 
further comment

and alleged agents in Singa 
pore; Geneva; Damascus. 
Syria; London; and Bonn. 
West Germany. 

In its first edition last 
year, Covert Action Infor 
mation Bulletin said, "we 
will never stop exposing CIA 
personnel and operations 
whenever and wherever we 
find them." 

The CIA, which has de¬ 
scribed previous disclosures 
by Covert Action as “damag 
ing." had no comment on the 
latest listings. 

In May, CIA Director 
Stanxfield Turner told Sen. 


Lloyd Bentsen. D-Texas. 
that Agee and Covert Action 
had published the names of 
"some 1.200 alleged CIA per 
sonnel. " 

"Security considerations 
preclude our confirming or 
denying specific instances of 
purported identifications of 
CIA personnel," he said

Covert Action said that

large amounts of oil. 

The conference modera¬ 
tor, former U.S. ambassador 
Martin Hillenbrand. director 
of the institute, spoke of the 
“paradox" that, contrary to 
conventional wisdom, high 
economic growth is needed 
to create major savings in 
energy consumption by in¬ 
dustry. 

A study submitted to the 
European Community Wed 
nesday came to this surpris¬ 
ing conclusion that economic 
growth is needed to achieve 
energy conservation. 

The usual view has been 
that more growth simpily 
meant more energy con¬ 
sumption. The panel of a 
dozen experts that made the 
study was headed by 
Frenchman. Jean Saint 
Geour. a member of the Club 
of Rome, a group that au 
thorized a trail-blazing study 
rejecting the assumption 
that economic growth is nec¬ 
essarily needed or desir¬ 
able. 

But Saint Geour referred 
Thursday at the Atlantic In 
stitute to an earlier study 
adopted by the British gov 
eminent showing that in 
dustrial energy consumption 
savings ranging from 15 per 
cent to 50 per cent depending 
on the industry, are possible 
with current technology. The 
rub is that this requires 
major investment in new 
factories or major modifica¬ 
tions to existing ones. 

This raises the prospect of 
a vicious circle in which the 
West might not be able to 
generate the growth it needs 
to save much more energy. 

The European Community 
is taking a pessimistic view 
that the OPEC governments 
mean to keep the industrial¬ 
ized world on a short energy 
leash, always providing 
slightly less than the West's 
demand for oil regardless of 
how much it manages to cut 
back energy consumption. 
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Sandinistas close to seizing city 


MANAGUA (Cl') — San- 
dinixta guerrillas were re¬ 
ported Thursday on the 
verge of seizing the southern 
city of Kivas, 10 kilometres 
from the Costa Rican bor¬ 
der. where they plan to in¬ 
stall a five-member privi- 
sional Nicaraguan 
government. 

The reports came as gov¬ 
ernment sources reported 


that President Anastasio So- 
moza threw military air¬ 
craft, armored vehicles and 
hundreds of troops into an 
attack earlier in the day on 
the guerrilla-held town of 
Masaya, 32 kilometres south 
of Managua. 

The government claimed 
earlier Thursday that its 
forces had repulsed a guer¬ 
rilla attack on Rivas. 96 kilo¬ 


metres south of Managua. 
The guerrilla radio has 
claimed the rebels captured 
all but the town's National 
Guard headquarters. 

"I have just talked with 
our commander in Rivas and 
he says the National Guard 
is in complete control of the 
city,” presidential press sec¬ 
retary Rafael Cano said. 

However. Reuters news 


agency correspondent Mar- 
celoGalan reported from the 
Costa Rican border that a 
Sandinista spokesman there 
had told him the fall of Rivas 
was "imminent." 

Meanwhile, a broadcast 
from Radio Insurrection in 
Matagalpa, north of Mana¬ 
gua, on Thursday played a 
recorded plea by Msgr. Ju¬ 
lian Bardi, the Italian-born 


bishop of that diocese, call¬ 
ing on a group of soldiers 
firing from a cathedral to 
surrender. 

A handful of national 
guardsmen, led by a colonel, 
moved into the cathedral 
when the Sandinistas direct¬ 
ed heavy mortar fire at their 
command post and threa¬ 
tened to blow up a nearby 


ammunition dump. 

The Sandinistas now hold 
all the major population 
centres of Nicaragua,except 
for Managua, nearby Grana¬ 
da and ports on the Caribbe¬ 
an side of the country. Thou¬ 
sands of people have been 
reported killed in the fight¬ 
ing.

Longshot tried 
at runaway well 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — 
Engineers pumped special 
mud-cement mixtures into 
an underwater valve Thurs¬ 
day in a longshot attempt to 
turn off the runaway off¬ 
shore oil well Ixtoe I. a 
spokesman for the Mexican 
government 0il firm Pemex 
reported 

The spokesman said the 
emergency teams would not 
know until today or Satur 
day w hether they succeeded 
in shutting down the well, 
SO kilometres off shore in 
Campeche Sound, an arm of 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

If they failed, it might take 
two more months to bring 
the well under control. 


Since the blowout June 4, 
the well has been spewing 
enormous amounts of natu 
ral gas and 1.2 million gal¬ 
lons of oil a day—making 
it one of the world's worst 
blowouts, Pemex engineers 
say. 

Pemex experts claim that 
of the 1.2 million gallons of 
crude oil spilled daily, about 
600.000 are burned up, an 
additional 300,000 evaporate 
and 200,000 are collected in 
special flotation booms and 
sucked off the surface by 
vacuum pumps mounted on 
barges. 

They say the remaining 
100,000 gallons a day even¬ 
tually sink to the bottom. 


Kurt Waldheim said he was 
confident Vietnam would at¬ 
tend the July 20-21 interna¬ 
tional conference on refu 
gees in Geneva if 
controversial political issues 
were avoided. 

Kriangsak told a news con¬ 
ference in Bangkok, “The 
government has a firm 
policy not to take any more 
refugees and has already as¬ 
signed the defense ministry 
and the supreme command 
to be responsible and coordi¬ 
nate other units to bar and 
push refugees out of Thai¬ 
land." Kriangsak said. 

A senior U.S. official said 
in Bali, Indonesia. Monday 
that U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance had received 
provisional commitments 
f rom the foreign ministers of 


the five Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations — 
Thailand, Malaysia, Indone¬ 
sia. Singapore and the Phil¬ 
ippines — to continue ac¬ 
cepting refugees pending 
speeded-up resettlement. 
But the commitment was 
conditional on their govern¬ 
ments' approval. 

In Jakarta, visiting Ma¬ 
laysian Defense Minister 
Datuk Umar Haji Abdul said 
after talks with Indonesian 
President Suharto that the 
two countries had started 
joint efforts — an exchange 
of intelligence reports — to 
keep out any boats carrying 
Vietnamese refugees. 

The exchange appeared 
aim at stopping Vietnamese 
barred by Malaysia from 
sailing on to Indonesia.

Fools afloat 
cost us dearly 

THOSE ADVENTUROUS TYPES bent on 
crossing the Atlantic in a tiny rowboat, or some 
similar hair-brained escapade, frequently fail 
in the attempt. But the real loser is the Cana¬ 
dian taxpayer who has to foot the bill for the 
rescue service involved. In long sea and air 
searches the cost can be staggering. 

Should not those responsible be billed for 
such services? Equally, how about extending 
this user-pay concept to include the idiots who 
come to grief in boating mishaps through their 
own stupidity — cramming a dozen passengers 
into a craft built for six, for example — care, 
lessness or lack of foresight? 

Reasonable questions, and over the years 
Ihey have been discussed by the emergency 
services involved. But still nothing has been 
done to implement such a scheme: and on 
reflection perhaps that’s a good thing. 

While the necessary legislation probably 
would present no problem, the real difficulty 
w ould be in deciding who to bill, in distinguish¬ 
ing between the nitwits and the merely unfortu¬ 
nate. There are about 4,000 marine incidents a 
year on Canada’s west coast and 60 per cent of 
these involve pleasure boaters. The cause may • 
be anything from a dead battery to a collision 
.with a deadhead. 

Is the boater who runs out of gas because 
he forgot to fill the spare tank any more foolish 
or irresponsible than the one who goes around 
scraping reefs because he couldn't read a 
chart even if he had one? 

And how many lives might be lost because 
those in trouble would be tempted to rely on 
their own resources or trust in a miracle, 
rather than involve themselves in a costly 
rescue bill? 

No, the user-pay approach would be impos¬ 
sible to administer fairly and could be danger¬ 
ous. Let’s continue to suffer the fools, if not 
gladly, at least safely and sensibly. 


Imperfect timing 


NATURE HAS A WAY of putting us in our 
place. 

Consider three international news stories 
unfolding together last week. In Tokyo the 
leaders of the industrial nations were wringing 
their hands over economic strategy in general 
and oil problems in particular. At the same 
time leaders of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries were in Geneva deciding 
how many more dollars could be squeezed from 
a barrel of crude. 

Meanwhile from the sea floor in the Gulf of 
Mexico, the subject of all this worry and wealth 
was spewing forth like so much sewage, pour¬ 
ing 30,000 barrels of black goo a day into the 
ocean. The best in the business had tried for 
almost a month to cap this berserk oil well and 
had failed. 

Numbers offer only a vague notion of what 
it all means, but even the numbers are impres¬ 
sive. By the beginning of this week the blowout 
had pumped 900,000 barrels of crude into the 
gulf, producing an oil slick covering 40,000 
square miles. Before two other wells can be 
drilled to relieve the pressure and divert the 
flow, about 2 million barrels will have got loose, 
the biggest oil mishap on record. 

There is a certain irony in the timing. The 
value of oil has just been pushed to $20 a barrel. 
That means, among other things, that about 
8600,000 of crude oil a day is not only being 
wasted by this mishap but is producing a giant 
and expensive pollution problem. 

There is also a warning — of what could 
follow if things go wrong with (Canada's off¬ 
shore drilling program in the Beaufort Sea. 


We’ve forgotten how to get on with it 


TORONTO — There is a lut of talk 
these days about leadership. The Lib¬ 
erals based their election campaign on 
it. The present prime minister was 
criticized for lack of it while leading 
his party to victory. 

What's happened to 
Canadians? Have we 
become so over-go¬ 
verned that our future 
is tied to the personal 
qualities of one man in 
Ottawa? 

It's not so long ago 
that Canadians were 
recognized by certain 
characteristics. They 
were independent. 

They showed distaste for putting on 
airs and for regimentation. They got 
on with things without being told. 

Those characteristics were brought 
to mind recently during a -entimental 
journey to the sandy soil and pine- 
scented air of what now is Canadian 
Forces Base Borden. 

When Canada declared war on Ger¬ 
many in 1939 the Royal Canadian Air 
Force station at Camp Borden was

commanded by Wing Commander 
(later Air Vice-Marshal) Leigh Ste¬ 
venson (who, incidentally, was elected 
a member of the B.C. legislature 
shortly after the war, representing 
Vancouver-Point Grey for several 
years). 

A handful of officers, in khaki 
drill, paraded in front of the old wood¬ 
en mess hall to hear him make the 
formal announcement. 

His words were not recorded, but 
they were to this effect: “Gentlemen, 
we re at war. As officers your job Is to 
lead. If you see something that needs 
doing, don't wait to be told. Get on with 
it.” 

That was all. The group dispersed, 
back to the line of hangars left over 
from the previous war and the assort¬ 
ment of aircraft on the tarmac — 
Fleet, Harvard. Oxford. Bellanca, 
Fairchild. Norseman, Delta, Battle. 

For this writer, a newcomer then, 
Leigh Stevenson’s words summed up 



Oil: for the smaller countries 
a life-or-death situation 


SAN JOSE — Adrift in a 
sea of Central American 
military dictatorships, the 
tiny but dedicated democ¬ 
racy of Costa Rica somehow 
manages to survive. * 

But these days it is not 
enough to survive and the 
country of 2.1 million has as 
many troubles as the rest of 
the oil-starved world, or 
more. 

In 1972 Costa Rica, the sec¬ 
ond-largest banana exporter 
in the world, could buy a 
barrel of oil for 57 pounds of 
bananas. One barrel today 
costs 440 pounds. 

Since the beginning of the 
decade, Costa Riea has had 
to boost its key exports, in¬ 
cluding coffee and sugar, 
eight-fold to meet its oil 
needs. 

While North Americans 
dicker over lowering the 
thermostat and buying 
smaller cars, Costa Ricans 
already are adjusting to gov¬ 
ernment-regulated two-day- 
a-week blackouts and the 
probability of leaving their 
cars at home three days a 
week. 

y) Gasoline prices are $1.40 a 
^gallon and out of a national 
budget of $1 billion, the coun¬ 
try expects to pay $103 mil¬ 
lion for petroleum this year. 
That bill was only $11.8 mil¬ 
lion in 1972. 

Government officials say 
the oil crisis has created a 
life-or-death. situation for 
smaller countries struggling 
not only to compete on world 
markets but to avoid an¬ 
archy and bankruptcy as 
well. 

Last spring President Ro¬ 
drigo Carazo Odio joined the 
presidents of Spain, Bolivia, 
the Dominican Republic and 
Columbia in calling tor an 
international opposition to 
the Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries.

what Canada meant. The tall man with 
the wedge cap and the bent nose, who 
had flown in the other war and was 
still flying, had said it all. 

And Canadians didn't wait to be 
told. Then and afterwards, as the 
great training plan got under way. 
there were countless examples of in¬ 
novation. of cutting or ignoring red 
tape, of exercising imagination and 
leadership to get the job done. 

Few of the people were "names" 
Bush pilots, lawyers, businessmen, in 
uniform or as civilians, they built and 
operated the training schools that con¬ 
verted the youth of the British Com¬ 
monwealth into pilots, navigators, 
wireless operators, bomb aimers and 
,air gunners. The strength of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force grew from about 
3,000 in 1939 to 215.000 in 1944. 

There were as many leaders as 
there were airplanes, flights, squad¬ 
rons. wings and groups. Some excelled 
and became famous. Most were un¬ 


known except to their immediate com¬ 
panions. Many were killed. 

The qualities those men possessed 
are as precious today as they were 
during that war. They are the qualities 
that inspire people to start businesses, 
to invent, to devise better ways of 
doing things — the qualities that keep 
the w heels of society turning. 

It is said that we live in dangcruus 
times, and so we do. Life has always 
been a risky business. But the risks 
are not always the same. 

Today's dangers are insidious, lnd- 
pendenee is sapped by the illusion of 
an ail-providing stale. Innovation and 
invention are smothered by govern¬ 
mental regulation and interference. 
The work ethic is eroded by a tax 
system that penalizes success and 
subsidizes failure. 

In recent years Canadians have 
suffered from an overdose of govern¬ 
ment and of the "leadership" that 
administered it. 

Recovery lies in the direction that 
Leigh Stevenson pointed — "Don't 
wait to be told. Get on with it." 


The Sandinistas are sure 
it’s just a matter of time 


The country has no press 
censorship and no army. Al¬ 
most 40 per cent of the na¬ 
tional budget is earmarked 
for education and the gov¬ 
ernment provides hot 
lunches to 350.000 under¬ 
privileged children daily, 
even when schools are not in 
session. 

It has the lowest unem¬ 
ployment rate in Latin 
America, 4.4 per cent, and 
there is free medical care 
for all. 

But Costa Rica has a se¬ 
vere housing shortage and 
most of its lumber is har¬ 
vested for export. 

And as its population seeks 
the advantages of the tech¬ 
nological world, it becomes 
more and more vulnerable to 
imported oil. 


The necessity for such a 
crackdown can he seen in 
RCMP statistics which show 
a considerable increase in 
the number of drinking and 
driving offences since 1976. 
In that year there were 4.900 
offences. By 1978 the num¬ 
ber had climbed to 7,195. 
Further, the drinking driver 
is involved in more than half 
of the serious accidents re¬ 
sulting in fatalities. 

The new government 
policy should make drivers 
think twice before they get 
behind the wheel of a car 
after "having a few." 

The penalty upon a second 
conviction is lough, but is it 
tough enough? Is the 12- 
month period too short? Per 
haps it should be extended to 
18 months or two years, for 
even the drinking driver — 
when he is sober — would 
agree that society has been 
loo tolerant too long about 
this problem. 

The drinking driver is a 
menace to himself and to 
others — a menace which 
must be removed from our 
highways and city streets.

"God is with us. Our cause is 
just. We will throw back the 
Communist hordes.” The 
message comes loud and 
strong over the radio front 
General Anastasio Somoza 
Debayle in his bunker in 
Managua. 

But he knows, as the 
vengeful Sandinista guerril¬ 
la army dug in here knows, 
that he is in fact making his 
last stand a few miles north 
of this crossing point on the 
Costa Rica-Nicaragua bor¬ 
der. 

July will surely see the end 
of a tyranny which has been 
battening on the long-suffer¬ 
ing people of Nicaragua 
since January 1.1933. At that 
date the present dictator’s 
father, Anastasio Somoza 
Garcia, took command of the 
National Guard from Gen¬ 
eral Calvin Matthew, the 
head of the occupying force 
of U.S. Marines who had 
created Nicaragua's first 
real army in order to keep 
the country safely in Wash¬ 
ington's orbit. 

And now. as President 
Carter finally calls for the 
end of the tyranny that Roo¬ 
sevelt. Kennedy. Nixon and 
Ford supported, and as state 
department officials ner- 
vously wonder what sort of a 
oionster the post-Somoza 
government will turn out to 
be, the Sandinistas are mak¬ 
ing their final push. 

They lounge in a sort of 
tropical paradise. At the foot 
of the great forest trees 
among the multi-colored 
butterflies and the blue¬ 
birds. eating mangos and 
avocados, they plan slow 
deaths for the commanders 
of Somoza's National Guard 
when they catch them. 

Newly recruited teenage 
girls, captured Israeli-made 
rifles slung across their 
backs, mix with Sandinista 
veterans. All wear olive- 
green battlcdress and the 
black and red scarves and 
armbands of the FSLN. the 
Sandinista Front for Nation¬ 
al Liberation. 

A few hundred yards away 
a Sandinista machine-gun 
seeks vainly to bring down 
one of Somoza's small jets, 
which has been buzzing 
around on reconnaissance 
all morning. Then a Somoza 
helicopter lumbers up to 
strafe the Sandinista posi¬ 
tions with rocket fire. Each 
out of range of the other, the 
contestants break off as the 
aircraft head back to Mana¬ 
gua. 

The real fighting is taking 
place alongside the vast in¬ 
land sea of Lake Nicaragua. 
The Sandinistas are trying to 
force their way inch by inch 
up the Pan American High¬ 
way into the town of Rivas, 
where, for the first time, 
they plan to set up the new 
anti-Somoza provisional 
government on Nicaraguan 
territory. 

Knowing that Rivas must 
be held at all costs. General 
Somoza has sent down his 
best troops. The dictator's 
self-indulgent son, Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel Anastasio Somo¬ 
za Portocarrero. who once 
studied at the British Royal 
Military Academy at Sand¬ 
hurst, has been taken off his 
duties at the infantry train¬ 
ing base in Managua and put 
in charge of the Curved 
Knives, the crack battalion 
of his father’s army, in a bid 
to keep the Sandinistas out of 
the town. 

But the Sandinistas know 
that they will get there soon. 
Recently new supplies have 
been flown in from Venezue¬

la to the airport at Liberia, 
the Costa Rican town a few 
miles in their rear, and the 
guerrillas have beaten off a 
flanking attack by National 
Guard gunboats across the 
lake. 

At an improvised hospital 
two miles back in Costa 
Rican territory, the casual¬ 
ties arc looked after by a 
pair of doctors from West 
Berlin. Ernst Fuchs. 39, who 
earlier this year was assis¬ 
tant professor of neurosur¬ 
gery at the Free University- 
of Berlin, works with Bar¬ 
bara, an anaesthetist from 
the same university, caring 
for the stream of wounded 
who come across the bor¬ 
der. 

Diplomacy demands that 
Costa Rican neutrality be re¬ 
spected and Fuchs strips the 
Sandinistas of their uni¬ 
forms before treating them. 
The Costa Ricans, totally 
sympathetic to the Sandinis- 
tas, then ferry the worst 
cases back to hospital in Li¬ 
beria or San Jose. 

“In Berlin there were 
thousands of doctors while 
here there are one or two for 
tens of thousands of people. I 
fell I had to come and join 
the Sandinistas." Fuchs 
says, “though up to a few 
months ago I would have 
been looked upon as a sub¬ 
versive in Germany." 

With a minimum of equip¬ 
ment, Fuchs and Barbara 
treat the wounded and ap¬ 
peal for more medical 
equipment from Europe to 
be sent to their hospital at 
Las Vuelts. Disclaiming any 
membership of a political 
party in Germany and only a 


vague attachment to the left 
wing of the ruling Social 
Democrats, Euchs says that 
the two of them are "home¬ 
less left-wingers". “Not 
homeless," says Barbara, 
"just non-dogmatic left¬ 
wingers.” 

Back ill San Jose, the 
Costa Rican capital, provi¬ 
sional government spokes¬ 
men confirm that they are 
fighting for an open society 
They shrug Off as lies and 
propaganda Somoza's de¬ 
scription of them as Commu¬ 
nists. 

"When we control Nicara¬ 
gua we will preside over a 
government under which 
everybody except those 
committed to put back the 
Somoza dynasty will have 
their full political rights 
There will be freedom of 
thought, of expression and of 
religion, and Somoza's dicta¬ 
torial methods of repression 
will be done away with," 
says a senior member of the 
provisional government. 

"In Nicaragua we will set 
up a mixed democracy 
where private enterprise 
will have its part to play,” 
adds Alfonso Robelo. a lead¬ 
ing Nicaraguan business¬ 
man and a member of the 
five-strong governing coun¬ 
cil. 

The council is bitter at the 
action of the U.S. which tried 
to put a military force into 
Nicaragua to prevent a San¬ 
dinista victory and even now 
is urging the Sandinistas to 
come to some agreement 
w ith the supporters of Somo¬ 
za. 

"We will never come to an 
agreement with the sup¬ 
porters of the Somoza re- 
gime. " says Sergio Ra¬ 
mirez.

Pickets were thrown around the site and John 
Schibli of the Vancouver Island Building and Con¬ 
struction Trades Council, said he was upset with the 
church and that it “is really bad for the church's 
image."

sides Victoria General is 
maintaining good fiscal 
management without reduc¬ 
ing patient care. During the 
past few years I have seen a 
steady decline in patient 
care, not because the nurses 
don't care, but because they' 
don't have the time. Not one 
of these hospitals has been 
VGH. 

It is no wonder that there is 
a nursing shortage within 
our province. I, along with 
many other nurses, are find¬ 
ing it a frustrating career 
and are looking elsewhere 
for a totally different type of 
employment. Life is too 
short to be totally exhausted 
at the end of a shift, not to be 
able to enjoy your family 
and leisure time, because of 
cutbacks. 1 have been in situ¬ 
ations where one or two staff 
members have not been re¬ 
placed due to budget con¬ 
trols and the only way to 
overcome it is to double up 
on someone's work load. 

I believe that the majority 
of the public are not aw are of 
the care some patients re¬ 
quire. Everyone is not like 
you or I, who are lucky 
enough to have minor ill¬ 
nesses. Many are totally de¬ 
pendent on their nurses, not 
even being able to turn 


themselves and require all 
the daily routines we take for 
granted, to be done for them. 
It is not just this one patient a 
nurse must care for, she 
may have another five or 
seven with needs to be met, 
and. of course, more on eve¬ 
ning and night shift. 

Basically. I have enjoyed 
nursing and the satisfaction 
of helping people in a lime of 
illness or trauma but most 
often it has been a thankless 
job. There have been many 
long hectic nights, times 
when you can't leave a de¬ 
partment for a break be¬ 
cause there has been no one 
to relieve you, short breaks 
because you're so busy or 
running back with your meal 
half eaten for an emergency, 
being hit by psychotics or 
alcoholics and moving 200 
to 300 pound patients be¬ 
cause no orderlies are avail¬ 
able, many accumulated 
hours of overtime (which 
nurses so often don't sign for 
due to a sense of dedication) 
and at the same time putting 
our total selves into our jobs 
and giving patients the best 
possible care. 

During recent years the 
responsibilities have greatly 
Increased due to fantastic 
advances in the medical 


field, but also the workloads 
have increased tremendous¬ 
ly. Everyone needs some 
kind of medical attention 
during their lifetime and I 
believe everyone deserves 
only the best. 

Many times, this is impos¬ 
sible to accomplish even for 
the best nurses in these 
times of budget control. Be¬ 
cause of all these reasons, I. 
along with many other 
nurses will be leaving my 
nursing career behind. I 
cannot cape with what is 
happening within our prov¬ 
ince and still live my life to 
the fullest. 

I challenge Mr. McClel¬ 
land to go into the hospitals 
and speak with the nursing 
profession who are trying to 
cope with the cutbacks on a 
day-to-day basis. I do not 
believe that nurses will sup¬ 
port his comment. 

I would like to say in clos¬ 
ing that 1 support the VGH 
board in their approval of 
the resolution to maintain 
the present level of care at 
their hospital, even if it 
means a budget deficit.

Complacency springboard for confrontation? 


It is a pleasure lo reply to 
those who have taken issue 
with my article concerning 
lohn Fryer and the B.C. 
Government Employees 
Union with the suggestion 
that a referendum be held to 
consider this union's future 
if they decide on strike ac¬ 
tion. 

Their constitution ap¬ 
parently states they will be 
non-partisan, however it also 
stales that they will be an 
affiliate of the CLC and B.C. 
Federation of Labor. 

It cannot be denied the 
CLC and B.C. Fed., were 
politically involved in active 
and aggressive support of 
(he NDP in the recent elec¬ 
tions: this being the case 
BCGEU being non-partisan 
should have w ithdrawn their 
affiliation and officers of the 
union should have resigned 
from the office they held in 
the congress and federation; 
but we know this was not the 
case, in fact much the re¬ 
verse. 

Another statement is that 
John Fryer has requested 
negotiations be held in public 


with full access to the press; 
I am aware Fryer made this 
comment as part of a news 
release but unless he has 
madg a specific request to 
the government bargaining 
agency this is meaningless. 

One crjtic states all gov¬ 
ernment employees take an 
Oath of Allegiance to the 
Crown; I concede this may 
be correct but some em¬ 
ployees I know are unaware 
of this condition of employ¬ 
ment. 

Possibly Mr. Fryer should 
devote some of the space he 
usually occupies in their 
periodical The Provincial to 
explain to the membership 
how they can ignore their 
conscience and integrity 
when an Oath of Allegiance 
conflicts with strike action, 
pickets and the crossing of 
picket lines. 

Another critic feels insult¬ 
ed at the suggestion of a 
referendum, this would indi¬ 
cate fear of the result. If the 
power of the unions is 
greater than the electorate 
we can expect some form of 
dictatorship soon to become 


evident. 

Another critic accuses me 
of being rich and wanting to 
“water the working man's 
beer." This is so far from the 
facts I must expose part of 
my background. When I 
joined the armed forces in 
1940 I was secretary of what 
could be described as a local 
branch of our union, earning 
S998 per year less deduc¬ 
tion for superannuation; 
hours of work, 60 hours one 
week. 72 hours the next, 
necessary overtime was not 
paid 

Discharged in 1946, re¬ 
turned lo government em¬ 
ployment at $160 per month, 
hours of work undefined and 
soon became chairman of 
resolutions committee and 
eventually a negotiator on 
behalf of the union. With this 
record I think I can claim to 
have worked to improve the 
standard of living of govern¬ 
ment employees during the 
early struggle which has 
contributed to the present 
day improvement. 

My concern is that the de¬ 
gree of satisfaction and even 


of complacency of those em¬ 
ployees whose wages have 
doubled since 1973 will per¬ 
mit leadership imbued with 
political hostility to present 
a confrontation which will 
not only hurt the union but 
the general public. Negotia¬ 
tors must be big enough to 
recognize a fair deal for both 
sides and not be swayed by 
animosity and greed. 

How do we who have no 
threats to offer keep up with 
inflation? The cause of infla¬ 
tion is the continuing In- 
cre.ase in costs which in 
large measure is wages. 

The improved financial 
position of the wage earner 
enables them to compete for 
goods which fires the infla¬ 
tionary trend. When they se¬ 
cure results in negotiation 
which are in excess of their 
basic needs of recent infla¬ 
tion this adds to the prob¬ 
lem. 

Government employees 
provide service but are ma¬ 
terially non-productive thus 
contributing nothing to that 
lifeline of our national sur¬ 
vival, the GNP. 


We must plan to reduce 
costs under our control with 
a balanced budget. 

The check-off for union 
dues of the BCGEU amount 
lo approximately $5,000,000 
per year; no wonder Fryer 
throws his weight around. 

If they start getting rough 
I would suggest the check-off 
be rescinded and let them 
collect their own dues. I am 
sure many members of the 
union must question the need 
for one per cent charge on 
their salary. 

This letter like my previ¬ 
ous one will be sent to the 
editor of The Provincial as I 
am anxious to reach as many 
government employees as 
possible. What are the 
chances of publication? 

I must thank my critics as 
well as the many who were 
supportive of my concern as 
this whole situation of the 
public employee must be ex¬ 
plored out in the open in an 
effort to avoid stupid con¬ 
flict.

WASHINGTON (CP) - 
U.S. government and corpo¬ 
rate officials Insisted Thurs¬ 
day the joint $15-billion Can- 
ada-U.S. northern natural 
gas pipeline can be financed 
privately despite a draft re¬ 
port to Congress expressing 
doubts. 

“The administration is 
committed to its success as a 
privately-financed project," 
a state department spokes¬ 
man said. He described a 
draft study by the General 
Accounting Office, con¬ 
gress’s watchdog agency, 
that says private financing 
won't be possible as an out¬ 
dated document that isn't of¬ 
ficial policy. 

Helen Burke, a spokesman 
for Northwest Alaskan Pipe¬ 
line Co., said the U.S. spon¬ 
sor of the much-delayed pro¬ 
ject stands by its position 
that the pipeline can be fin¬ 
anced through private 
money markets. 

The most likely alterna¬ 
tives would be a request for 
government financial aid 
through loan guarantees or 
not to proceed with the pipe¬ 
line. Northwest Alaskan 
says the project is viable and 
isn't commenting on alterna¬ 
tives. 

Reports about the General 
Accounting Office's draft 
document sent a ripple 
thrugh Canadian and U.S. 
corporate communities. The 
pipeline for moving Alaskan 
gas south through Canada to 
the lower 48 states would 
bring thousands of jobs and 
billions in investment to both 
countries during construc¬ 
tion.

A senior aide to Energy 
Secretary James Schle- 
singer said the report’s ref 
erence to the difficulty of 
financing the pipeline “cer- 
-tainly doesn't represent our 
thinking and wasn't ordered 
up by us." 

Despite official criticism 
of the report's contents, all 
agreed its timing is unfortu¬ 
nate because of the sensitiv¬ 
ity of the money markets.

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Board chairman 
should open up 
or quit, says Bunn 


Royal Jubilee Hospital Board chair¬ 
man Terry Prentice should resign if he 
is not willing to open board meetings to 
the public. Oak Bay alderman Peter 
Bunn said Thursday. 

Bunn, Oak Bay council's representa¬ 
tive on the board for the last six 
months, says he found the hospital’s 
administration "in an absolute sham¬ 
bles" when he got on the board. 

"In general, the whole administra¬ 
tive structure has collapsed," with the 
executive director resigning for rea¬ 
sons of ill health, the director of finan¬ 
cial services unable to cope with the 
hospital’s daunting computer prob¬ 
lems, and the appointment of someone 
"three or four places down the totem 
pole” (director of diagnostic and spe¬ 
cial services John Clark) to take over 
while the hospital searches for an¬ 
other executive director, Bunn said, 

"People should know what is going 
on. I find it very bothersome that there 
are some important decisions to be 
made on health care, and that this 
should be done in glorious isolation 
from the public at large." 

Although he credits Prentfce with 
intelligence and diligence, Bunn said 
the Jubilee board’s procedures are 
"incredibly sloppy.” 

“Things are discussed, die, wander 
away, all without the proper proce¬ 
dures being followed. It leads to diffi¬ 
culties." 

"If hospital board meetings had 
been reported as effectively as other 
meetings, such as council meetings or 
school board meetings, the sort of 
things that have gone on at the Jubilee 
would at least in part not have hap¬ 
pened,” Bunn said. 

"A politician is only as good as the 
prodding of the public and the press 


make him. Public pressure would 
have made a difference." 

It may be more comfortable to make 
decisions in a closed room, but-it's 
wrong. If Prentice is not prepared to 
open up meetings of the board. I think 
he should resign. This is a vital 
issue." 

“The idea that a $50 million health 
operation can be conducted in secret, 
other than when the chairman chooses 
to do a two-minute TV blab or some¬ 
thing. I don’t think that's good 
enough." 

Dr. Scott Wallace, former Oak Bay 
MLA, agrees that the closed meetings 
show a "lack of public accountabili¬ 
ty,” and says opening the board meet¬ 
ings to the public would probably bene¬ 
fit the board more than they would 
the public. 

"The board would benefit by being 
able to tell the public what its prob¬ 
lems are." 

"The kind of public money needed to 
finance a hospital demands wide open 
access to information," he added in 
an interview. 

Bunn has on the agenda for the next 
hospital board meeting a notice of 
motion to open the meetings to the 
public, but if tradition is any indica¬ 
tion, its fate is precarious. In fact, 
Bunn has doubts about whether he can 
find someone to second the motion. 

The last person to make the attempt 
was the former city of Victoria repre¬ 
sentative on the board. Peter Dorazio. 
who tried two years ago. His motion to 
open board meetings was defeated by 
a margin of 11-1. 

Board meetings at Victoria General 
Hospital are open to the public and 
press.

McClelland said he is un¬ 
able to indicate how much 
more is involved until an 
audit of all hospital spending 
is completed.

OPEN-HEART OPERATIONS MAY BE INCREASED 


Health Minister Robert 
McClelland said Thursday 
he will support any recom¬ 
mendation to increase the 
number of open-heart sur¬ 
gery operations at the Royal 
Jubilee Hospital. 

He made the statement 
during a sharp debate in the 
Legislature as he answered 
(juestions on health care 
tired at him by Dennis Cock 
(NDP—New Westminster) 
and Charles Barber (NDP— 
Victoria). 

At present, the hospital 
performs six open-heart op¬ 
erations a week, a number 
which physicians say is too 
few to meet the need. One 
physician said earlier this 
week that two patients died 
recently while awaiting 
heart surgery. 

McClelland said a request 
to increase the weekly num- 
berof operations from six to 
nine is being studied by a 
special committee estab¬ 
lished to determine how 
many operations the Jubilee 


should handle. The commit¬ 
tee is expected to approve 
the recommendation, "and it 
if does, if that is what it says. 
I am prepared to implement 
that recommendation,” 
McClelland said. 

Royal Jubilee's acting ex¬ 
ecutive director, John Clark, 
confirmed Thursday that the 
hospital’s application to In¬ 
crease the number of opera¬ 
tions is before a provincial 
open-heart surgery advisory 
committee. 

He attached no price tag to 
the submission, but said it 
would mean an expansion of 
(he hospital’s intensive care 
ward, and an increase in the 
number of staff to handle the 
additional workload. 

McClelland said all of the 
problems associated with 
open-heart surgery were not 
financial. “There is a rivalry 
among doctors as to who 
should use the operating the¬ 


atre and that is no small part 
of the problem." 

It was because of these 
differences of opinion on 
operating priorities that the 
special committee was sc 
lected, McClelland said. 

“It is a procedure to which 
Dr. (Richard) Brownlee 
(chief of cardiovascular and 
thoracic surgery at Royal 
Jubilee) lends his support, or 
did as recently as two weeks 
ago in my office,” McClel¬ 
land said. “On open-heart 
surgery we leave the deci¬ 
sions strictly to an expert 
committee. It recommends 
how many cases should be 
handled, not me,” 

Barber mentioned the case 
of a constituent who had 
been waiting for open-heart 
surgery for some time and is 
still in the Jubilee waiting 
his turn in the operating the¬ 
atre. 

"His care is the responsi¬ 


bility of his physician," 
McClelland said. “I don’t 
think I should interfere. I 
don't think anyone should in¬ 
terfere in that doctor-patient 
relationship." 

Barber also criticized 
McClelland for calling the 
Victoria General Hospital 
board "irresponsible" in its 
decision to go into deficit 
financing to maintain health 
care standards. 

“I never said anyone was 
irresponsible,” McClelland 
said. "I said that people 
spending public funds who 
spend money they do not 
have, I said that was irre¬ 
sponsible.” 

Cocke wanted to know 
what McClelland was doing 
about shortfalls in hospital 
financing such as the short¬ 
fall which, Cocke said, had 
forced the Royal Columbian 
Hospital at New Westmin-

Kite sailors cross strait 


Barquentine of century 
has her career charted

Her lines, although cobbled out of raw steel plate, 
have the simple elegance of an earlier age. 

When Beile Blonde is launched about a month from now, 
she’ll be the first barquentine built in Victoria this century, 
her maker Claude Lacerte says. 

Laeerte. who says he’s more of a seaman than a 
boalbuilder. dug up plans of similar wooden boats 80 to 
100 years old, and "transcribed’’ them into a steel- 
hulled vessel. 

OWNER-SKIPPER of the Afarabe/fe for eight years 
until he sold the charter yacht more than a year ago, 
Lacerte said he found he "just had to be doing some¬ 
thing with boats and the water" and the Belle Blonde 
was his response. 

The 118-foot vessel is initially aimed at the adult 
charter trade—at passengers who pay $40 to $50 a day for a 
sea cruise in which they help out as crew and learn the 
nautical arts. Later he hopes to train young people, in the 
style of the Robertson II. 

THERE’S ABOUT ANOTHER month s Work on Belle 
Blonde at a site below the Capital Iron parking lot before the 
-.hip will be ready for launching—and several more months 
work once she's in the water. 

However, Lacerte. a former naval lieutenant based 
in Victoria and Halifax, expects to sail the "Hawaii 
Triangle” this winter if all goes well. 

“We'll go down to Acapulco, across to Hawaii and up 
to Alaska, following the trade winds," he said 

THE THREE-MASTED barquentine rig will make hera 


more challenging ship to sail than more simple setups and 
that’s deliberate, Lacerte said Thursday. 

"After three or four years with adult cruising, I hope to 
take young people in Grades 10, 11 and 12, putting in sea 
lime from October to April or May,” he said. "The stu¬ 
dents will have to pass various physical and moral tests 
before they’ll be allowed up the masts. Also, they'll have 
to continue their schooling by correspondence.” 

He said he’s something of a traditionalist, and likes 
firm discipline aboard ship, so the bells will be struck, 
watches kept, and some moral fibre injected into the 
youngsters. 

He said he used to train sea cadets on the St. Lawrence 
(he hails from Trois Rivieres) and when he bumps 
into his former charges, now deskbound, they are grateful 
for the experience. "This is very rewarding for me," he 

said. 

SINCE ULTIMATELY she will be a training vessel. 
Belle Blonde is being built with a number of safety features, 
including watertight bulkheads every 20 feet along her 
hull. This means individual entries from the top deck 
into cabin compartments. 

The vessel will have auxiliary' power from a GM V12 
diesel, and be air-conditioned inside for tropical and 
Arctic climates. She will have eight cabins for passengers 
and six tn the superstructure for crew, although the only 
crew Lacerte plans to carry initially are a cook and a 
steward.

Stewart said late Thurs¬ 
day that the trip went well 
for the first 11£ hours, but 
then one of the two lines 
holding all the kites snapped, 
calling a halt to the trip. 
They stayed in the water 
near Race Rocks and dried 
the kites out before getting 
them up in the air and mov¬ 
ing on again. 

Shortly after that, the 
wind died down, slowing the 
travellers considerably. The 
wind also shifted, making a 
planned voyage into the 
Inner Harbor impossible. 
Finally, after 11 p.m., they 


arrived at the Dallas Road 
waterfront. 

Stewart said that under 
ideal conditions, the craft 
could have made the 39-kilo¬ 
metre voyage in about three 
hours. Even so, he noted, the 
trip was a world's record for 
a voyage of this type.

Victorians arc the Cana¬ 
dians most satisfied with 
their city, according to a 
national survey. 

The survey shows that if 
file national concerns of in¬ 
flation and unemployment 
are discounted, the thing 
that worries city people most 
is crime—everything from 
mugging to breaking and en-. 
tering. 

"This level of concern ap 
pears to be at odds with the 
view of the safely of Cana¬ 
dian cities, compared to the 
jpular view of ‘crime-rili¬ 
n' United States cities,” 
ys the survey released by 
Canada Mortgage and llous- 
tflg Corp. 

. THE SURVEY, conducted 
last year among 11.061 peo¬ 
ple in 23 cities, says: 

• There is no evidence of a 
taxpayers' revolt such as 
that which resulted in Propo¬ 
sition 13 in California. Pas¬ 
sage of the proposition re¬ 
volted in massive cuts in 
government spending. 

• •That among the cities 
surveyed, the people of Vic¬ 
toria. St. Catharines. Ont.. 
and the national capital re¬ 
gion of Oltawa-Huli were the 
most satisfied with their 
itlies. 

• The most dissatisfied 
were in Windsor. Ont., Re¬ 
gina and Saint John. N.B. 

• The greatest concern 
about crime expressed in the 
survey was that shown about 
the .situation in the inner 
(■ores of Regina and Edmon¬ 
ton.

erly taxes; protecting parks 
and open space; involving 
the public in government de¬ 
cisions: improving facilities 
for senior citizens. 

Given lowest priority in a 
list of 26 concerns were im¬ 
proving day-care facilities, 
reducing traffic noise, stop¬ 
ping growth, and building 
more freeways. 

The survey-says 16 per 
cent of those questioned said 
they worried about crime "a 
great deal.” Another 30 per 
cent had "some concern." 

ABOUT 30 per cent rated 
their neighborhoods as only 
fair or poor in relation to 
safety from crime. 

Because of their inner- 


core concerns. Edmonton 
and Regina lead the other 
cities in worry about crime. 

Other cities follow in this 
order: Halifax. Calgary, 
Hamilton. Montreal. Saska¬ 
toon, Vancouver, Thunder 
Bay, Ont.. Saint John, Win¬ 
nipeg, London. Ont., Quebec. 
Ottawa-Hull, Windsor, Ont., 
Victoria, Sudbury, Ont., Kit¬ 
chener, Ont., Toronto. St. 
Catharines. St. John's, Nfld.. 
Chicoutimi. Que., Charlotte¬ 
town, P.E.I. 

The survey says Cana¬ 
dians appear ready to pay 
for some improvements in 
their priority areas. At the 
same time, those surveyed 
were unresponsive to the 


idea of saving taxes by sa¬ 
crificing some services. 

EVEN IN SUCH low-prior¬ 
ity areas as building more 
freeways, only 28 per cent 
called for spending cuts. 

After answering a wide va¬ 
riety of questions, Vic¬ 
torians showed themselves 
most satisfied with their 
city. The others followed in 
this order: St. Catharines, 
Ottawa-Hull. London. Saska¬ 
toon, Kitchener, Charlotte¬ 
town, Quebec. Toronto. Hali¬ 
fax, Vancouver, St. John's, 
Chicoutimi, Calgary, Thun¬ 
der Bay, Winnipeg, Edmon¬ 
ton. Sudbury. Hamilton, 
Montreal, Windsor, Regina.

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Borg destroys old rival, 
earns date with Tanner 


THE COMMERCIAL FISHING FLEET moved into the 
Gulf of Georgia as expected Sunday, but the weather was 
rough and neither commercial fishermen or sports anglers 
met with great success on the holiday weekend. 

From a high of seven fish a boat, almost all coho, 
two weeks ago Campbell River anglers dropped to 1.4; 
Comox-Deep Bay anglers to three; Qualicum-Nanoose 
area to Vancouver Island high of four fish a boat; and 
Nanaimo area to two fish. 

At Campbell River the catch is still predominantly coho, 
although some Chinooks are starting to appear and some 
have been taken spin casting from the Argonaut wharf. 

Salmon Point and Deep Bay waters are reported excel¬ 
lent. but that isn't the report from Victoria City Manager 
Jim Brantley, who spent the weekend in Deep Bay area for 
only one small coho. But fisheries reports for the week 
ending Sunday show 5,545 boats in the Salmon Point to Deep 
Bay area recorded 15,341 coho. Bates Beach has been 
producing a few good-sized Chinooks. 

In mid-island waters anglers with the bigger boats have 
been scooting across to Jfeung Point off Sangster and 
Lasqueti Islands for the ipttest coho fishing for three«to 
seven pounders. North end of Ballenas has been good and 
some eight to 10-pound Chinook are being taken. 

Off Nanaimo the Five Fingers and Entrance Island 
hate been hot spots in early mornings. Other good spots 
have been Dorcas Island, Maude Island and the Flat-tops, 
■ especially at tide changes. 

Cowichan area is rated at only .84 fish a boat, but a 
good-sized coho run hit the East Point-Tumbo-Cabbage 
Island waters Sunday and Monday. 

Ron Andrews of CJVI-Labatts Marine Patrol Crui¬ 
ser Country Sunshine found the three to five-pound coho on 
the north side of Cabbage Island ... at 40 to 60 feet on the 
downrigger Sunday and at 25 feet Monday. Strip, red 
Flashtail and three-inch No. 156 Tomic plug worked for him. 
He said one American boat, mooching with the tide, report¬ 
ed 22 coho aboard ... and another boat had a verified 
54-pound chinook from East Point waters. 

★ ★ ★ 

LOWER ISLAND WATERS WERE SLOW and winds 
for the holiday weekend, but fish like George Wetherell's 50- 
pounder on Spring King from the Beechey Head trap shack 
Friday evening made fishing look pretty good. And just to 
round it off he went out with his partner. Jack Henson, on 
Sunday and guided him to a 23-pounder. 

But of 815 boats checked in Sooke waters average catch 
was less than one fish to every three boats, made up of 232 
Chinooks, mostly big ones in the 20s and 30s, and 12 jack 
chinooks. 

At Redder Bay Peter Gordon has been getting good 
chinook fishing by drifting with Pirken. 

Victoria waters weren't heavily fished, but the average 
catch was 1.64 fish a boat, made up of a mixture of fair-sized 
chinooks, jack chinooks (three to five pounds), coho and 
chinook and coho grilse. 

Oak Bay was about the same ... 1.42 fish a boat, and 
Stdney was rated at 1.43 fish a boat with the action now 
changing from the James Island to Dock Island-Coal Island 

area, 

Saanich Inlet is fair with a .99 fish a boat average, with 
fair numbers of good-sized chinook and jack chinooks, some 
coho and numbers of coho and chinook grilse. Goldstream 
Island has been one of the best spots, with other productive 
spots including McKenzie Bay and the Stone House.

LONDON (AP) — Bjorn 
Borg, going for his fourth 
straight Wimbledon tennis 
title, destroyed his old rival 
Jimmy Connors 6-2. 6-3, 6-2 
Thursday and reached the 
final once more. 

Roscoe Tanner hit 10 aces 
on the wearing grass of the 
centre court and ^rushed Pat 
DuPre, the longshot out¬ 
sider, 6-3, 7-6, 6-3. This is the 
first time in the final for the 
27-year-old Tennessean, long 
one of America’s top play¬ 
ers. 

A packed crowd of 17,000 
watched the tennis. 

Tanner, a left-hander, 
meets Borg, the world’s top- 
ranked player, for a prize of 
$40,000 Saturday. 

The women’s final is sche¬ 
duled for today. Martina 
Navratilova, the reigning 
champion, faces Chris Evert 
Lloyd, who won the crown in 
1974 and 1976 but lost in the 
final to Navratilova last 
year and in the semis to 
Virginia Wade in 1977. 

Borg, who had dropped 
four sets on his way to the 
semi-finals, warmed up to 
his best form and shattered 
Connors with a tremendous 
display of serving and top- 
spin forehands. 

“This was the first match 
in the tournament in which I 
have served really well,” the 
23-year-old Swede said. 

He served 11 aces to Con¬ 
nors’ three. Borg lost his ser¬ 
vice only once — at the start 
of the third set, when he suf¬ 
fered a strange lapse of con¬ 
centration and played two 
bad games, winning only two 
points. 

He then pulled himself to¬ 
gether and reeled off the 
next six games for the 
match. 

Connors kept pace with his 
rival as far as 2-2 in the 
opening set. Then Borg 
showed his full power and 
broke service again.

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He left Connors rooted up- 
court with a magnificent lob. 
He sent a backhand pass 
scorching down the line. And 
finally he aimed a topspin 
forehand straight at Con¬ 
nors. Pinned by the sheer 
speed of the ball, Connors 
managed only to backhand it 
into the net. 

Borg kept up the bombard¬ 
ment and broke service 
again at 6-2 and at 3-2 and 6-3 
in the second set. 

From 0-2 at the start of the 
third, Borg raced home in 
quick time. 

Connors appeared to lose 
interest in the last two 
games. He made no attempt 
to hit a ball that landed by his 
feet at the baseline — and 
that gave Borg a 5-2 lead. 

Then Borg finished the 
massacre by breaking ser¬ 
vice at love. The last point 
was the most bizarre of the 
match. Borg hit a return off 


the wood of his racket and 
Connors, with the whole of 
his opponent's court to aim 
at, swiped the ball wildly be¬ 
yond the alley. He stormed 
off court after a quick hand¬ 
shake. 

Connors refused to give a 
news conference and left in a 
car for his hotel without even 
changing. 

Connors still has a 10-9 rec¬ 
ord over Borg, but most of 
his wins were in the Swede's 
teen J age years. Borg has 
won ■nx times in their last 
eight meetings. 

After thg brilliance of 
Borg, the Tanner-DuPre 
duel was a tame anti-cli¬ 
max. 

If DuPre had won, he 
would have been the first 
unseeded player to reach the 
final since Germany's Wil¬ 
helm Bungert, who lost to 
John Newcombc in 1967.

He was banished 
in the final round of the re¬ 
cent C.S. Open when he 
started using trick shots, like 
driving from the tee while on 
his knees. Still, he can hit the 
ball more than 250 yards 
from that position. 

Grouped at 70 in the chase 
for the $51,000 top prize were 
Tom Watson, who had five 
bogeys and seven birdies; 


John Fought, a new pro who 
was the 1977 U.S. Amateur 
champion; Allen Miller, Cal¬ 
vin Peete, John Lister. Pat 
McGowan and Dave Doug 
lass. 

Jim Colbert. Larry Nel¬ 
son, Tom Weiskopf and 
Jerry McGee were among 
those bracketed at 71. 

Jim Nelford of Burnaby 
was in a group at 73. which 
included defending cham¬ 
pion Andy Bean while the 
only other Canadian in the 
field.

One job that needs doing around 
this time of the year is to earth up the 
maincrop potatoes, and it might be an 
idea if we were to take time out to 
examine this time-honored practice to 
see just why it is necessary to go down 
the rows with a draw hoe, pulling earth 
up around the stems. 

In the first place, this operation 
gives some extra support to the lop 
growth. I have been sounding off in 
this column at every opportunity about 
the importance of the leaves on any 
plant — how they manufacture, with 
the help of the sun, the essential nutri¬ 
ents which are pumped down to swell 
the roots and tubers below ground. 
Obviously, the potato leaves — the 
food factories — can’t do their job if 
they are permitted to flop about and 
draggle on the ground, hence the need 
for this support to help keep the stems 
upright and the all-important leaves in 
the clear. i 

Another benefit that accrues from 
earthing up the spuds is the fact that 
the lower portions of the stems, now 
covered with rich topsoil, arc en¬ 
couraged to put forth more roots and 
more tuber-bearing stolons. 

Tomato plants, too. will sprout 
more roots from further up the stems 
if mounded up with moist earth, and 
some of the lilies will develop tremen¬ 
dously active stem roots if woodsy soil 
is mounded up around their base. 

Potato plants will usually produce 
their new potatoes at a somewhat 
higher level than the planting depth of

the seed tubers or seed pieces. In fact, 
if the plants are not earthed up, quite a 
substantial proportion of the new crop 
will appear right at the surface. 

This isn’t good, for if light is per¬ 
mitted to fall upon a potato, its skin 
will turn green, and this green skin is 
poisonous. Humans are seldom poi¬ 
soned from this source, for we peel 
greened spuds before we cook them, 
but cattle have died through munching 
on green-skinned potatoes. Fairly 
deep peeling is usually necessary to 
get rid of all the green, hence a lot of 
potato flesh is wasted when the plants 
are not hilled up. 

A fourth reason for earthing up is to 
prevent the ravages of potato blight 
from reaching your tubers. In spite of 
routine spraying or dusting with Bor¬ 
deaux mixture or potato-tomato dust, 
your plants may become infected with 
this incurable disease — the fungus 
disease that caused the Great Famine 
of 1845 in Ireland, in which 250.000 
men, women and children died of star¬ 
vation. 

If blight should get a foothold in 
your potato plot fairly late in the sea¬ 
son. you still have a chance of harvest¬ 
ing a reasonable crop. However, if the 
disease spores fall from the infected 
leaves and are permitted to wash down 
through the soil to the tubers, your 
harvested crop will rot in storage. An 
extra layer of soil provides a substan¬ 
tial degree of protection from this 
hazard. 

Before getting out the draw hoe and 


starting the job of earthing up. it is a 
good idea to break up the soil between 
the rows first with a digging fork, and 
to scatter a little general fertilizer 
along the rows, to be covered w ith soil 
during the mounding process. One 
cupful of 5-10-5 or 6-8-6 fertilizer per 
square yard would be about right. 

I have had several letters recently 
complaining about the lack of bloom 
on Martha Washington geraniums. 
One lady thought it might be a sex 
problem and asked if it would help if 
she bought a George Washington 
geranium to stand alongside Martha! 

It wouldn't. In this plant, each 
floret contains both male and female 
organs, so no cross-pollination is 
necessary. But even plants which have 
the male and female flowers on sepa¬ 
rate male and female plants — like 
some varieties of holly — don't need a 
mate in order to produce flowers - 
only to produce seeds, or in the case of 
the holly, seed-containing berries. 

The most likely reason why Martha 
Washington geraniums don’t bloom is 
when their owner pampers the plant 
too much with food and drink, where¬ 
upon it goes all fat and lazy. With no 
thought of producing offspring. 

Try repotting in a pot just a trifle 
too smUll for comfort, so iter toes are 
pinched. L'se a sandy loam soil, not too 
rich, and keep it just a little on the djv 
side, with no fertilizer at all but with 
ample sunshine at all times. Under 
this harsh regime the plant will prob¬ 
ably push out some flowers.

On the rare occasions when 1 bother 
to complain about the quality of televi¬ 
sion fare, I am sure to get letters 
accusing me of highbrowism. intellee- 
tualism, elitism, or whatever comes to 
the same thing. 

These responses are very wide-of 
the mark indeed. As a mass medium, 
TV cannot be expected to cater to an 
elite of any sort, nor do I expect it to. 
My charge is that it doesn't even cater 
to the public. 

As an example, a part of my “inlel- 
lectualism” is the enjoyment of mys¬ 
tery stories. One of my long-time fa¬ 
vorites is’Father Brown, the clerical 
detective invented by G. K. Chesterton 
in a series of marvelous books which 
were devoured by the average reader 
when they first came out. 

This spring, the first title of NBC's 
World Premiere Movie was Sanctuary 
of Fear, a loose adaptation of one of 
the Father Brown stories. Here was a

chance for television to do an excellent 
job, of the sort it does best, in plot and 
pace and general suspense. 

But. alas, it was a ruinous venture. 
Whoever wrote and directed it either 
did not know or care what Father 
Brown was really like: he was turned 
into the kind of cliche priest portrayed 
by Barry Fitzgerald in Going My Way. 
Only Bing Crosby was missing. 

There was nothing wrong with 
Going My Way, if you like that sort of 
thing, but it was not what Chesterton 
hud in mind. The character was dis¬ 
torted. the plot was both padded and 
diffuse, and the whole paradoxical 
point of the story w as evaporated into 
a typical TV “sit-com.” 

Perhaps we have no right to ask for 
superior entertainment from a mass 
medium, but surely it is not "high¬ 
browism" to demand that such items 
as mysteries contain at least a modi¬ 
cum of taste, wit, and the original 


intention of the author. Else-why trou¬ 
ble to buy and adapt Father Brown: 
why not devise a Father Smith. Jones, 
or Robinson? 

The oracles of the networks protest 
that they are merely catering to "pub¬ 
lic taste." But, as I have said before, 
this is demonstrably untrue, for if they 
satisfied public taste they would not 
desperately have to reshuffle their 
programming every 12 weeks, and 
sometimes sooner. Theirs is a gigantic 
crap-game, nothing more or less. 

Almost everything the networks do 
along these lines is coarsened and 
flattened and caricatured beyond 
human recognition. It appeals to our 
basest instincts, which are the most 
restless and most readily bored. Noth¬ 
ing lasts very long on television, be¬ 
cause nothing is offered that has 
any lasting value — a truism the net¬ 
works have yet to discover, to accept, 
and to act upon.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Sherry Steiger waived her 
rights lo any ot actor Rod 
Steiger's fortune when she 
signed a pre-nuptial agree¬ 
ment, a judge ruled Thurs¬ 
day. 

Judge Harry Shafer said, 
in granting the couple a di- 
vorej», he ‘just can’t buy her 
position" that she did not 
understand what she was 
signing one month before she 
and Steiger married in 1973. 
He ruled the pre-nuptial con¬ 
tract valid. 

However, in granting the 
interlocutory dissolution of 
marriage, which becomes 
final in September. Shafer 
ordered Steiger to pay his 
wife temporary support 
through September. 

He said she had already 
received $2,000 and ordered 
Steiger to pay her $2,400 im¬ 
mediately. $t.000 in August 
and $4,000 in September. 
Mrs. Steiger, a racetrack 
handicapper. had sought $7.- 
575 a month support for her¬ 
self and her six horses. The 
couple had no children. 

The parties are expected 
to come to court again to 
discuss permanent support 
arrangements after the di¬ 
vorce becomes final. 

Mrs. Steiger testified she 
did not understand that by 
signing the document she 
waived all rights lo Steiger's 
property and earnings. 

She said the actor waited 
until wedding invitations 
were sent out, then gave her 
the ultimatum of signing or 
calling off the marriage. 

The judge's ruling makes 
it virtually impossible for 
Mrs. Steiger to sue for com¬ 
munity property unless she 
appeals the decision. Her 
lawyer did not say whether 
she would appeal. 

Thursday’s ruling leaves 
unresolved a suit Mrs. 
Steiger has filed, asking for 
half the actor’s assets ac¬ 
quired during the two years 
they lived together before 
they were married. No date 
has been set for a hearing on 
that suit. 

She contended that Steiger 
earned $600,000 a year and 
also asked for $1 million for 
domestic and business ser¬ 
vices she provided during 
the two years they lived to¬ 
gether.

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It’s like a smile without teeth

Sitting through the 27th 
Smile Show is a bit like drop 
ping around to the funeral 
home to pay your respects to 
the dear departed dotty lady 
next door. Inevitably some¬ 
one comments on how good 
she looks, and you must 
admit, for what it’s now 
worth, you've never seen her 
looking better. 

But the point is. her erratic 
heart has stopped. After all. 
she’s quite stone cold dead. 

Jerry Gosley and his Smile 
Show have always succeed¬ 
ed because it's simply the 
show you love to hate or, in 
those outrageously funny 
moments of the past, you 
hale to love. Admittedly, 
I've never been a great fan 
of the cornball humor and 
talent-night-in-Wetaskaw in 
air of the show, but still it 
always had a certain infec¬ 
tious sincerity to it. And if 
Gosley seemed overly pre 
cious, well, there was even 
something funny about that, 
loo. 


The production: The Smile Show 
The players: The Smile Show gang 
The theatre: The ballroom at the Empress 
The dates: Nightly through the summer 


This year, director Paul 
Liittich, with what is surely 
the show's most uniformly 
talented and attractive cast, 
has tightened the show to the 
point that it's become a com¬ 
puterized kaleidoscope. 

Certainly there are enough 
songs about smiling, taking 
it easy and the like, but 
they’re hardly enough for a 
show which in past years 
never fully understood that 
people love to laugh at bad 
jokes, especially if they are 
thrown at them a mile a 
minute. Just where are the 
running gags and cornball 
humor which eventually 
forced the stoniest of review 
ers to hide behind his pad to 
be avoid being caught ac 
tually laughing? A Smile 
Show without corn is like a 
smile without teeth. 

The show 's formal has al¬ 


ways been somewhat of a 
dog’s breakfast, but normal¬ 
ly that's all right because 
there was a certain manic 
and unexpected quality in 
the way it all took place. But 
this year, with its rarified 
slickness, the show badly 
needs either a theme or an 
emcee, or at the very least a 
running gag. Most often it 
was perplexing rather than 
funny. 

It’s impossible not to be 
impressed with Liittich’s 
staging in numbers like 
Clowns and Cotton Candy 
(Sondheim and Brel songs) 
or Solitaire, but still they 
bring a perception and atmo¬ 
sphere that really doesn't 
belong in an uptempo show. 

What the show needs is a 
good dose of Liittich's well 
known sillies instead. 

Perhaps it’s because I've 


only seen Gosley perform on 
opening nights, when tension 
lakes it loll on him as a per

His Oak Bay Colonel re¬ 
mains his funniest charac¬ 
terization and his simply 
awful rendition of I'm a Tree 
makes one nostalgic for the 
good old days when Smile 
Shows would do anything to 
keep an audience laughing. 


Standouts among the ta¬ 
lented cast of 10 are mimic 
David Kirk. Lorie Charters 
and Toni Sinclair. The suspi¬ 
cion is that only Kirk has 
really been used to best ad¬ 
vantage. 

Anton Gosley sets, props 
and eostumes are almost 
wurth the price of admission 
alone. The choreography 
was ably handled by Bebe 
Eversfield and Vanessa La 
Roux. Chris Donnison and 
Ben Manning manage to give 
a larger sound than one 
would believe to be possible 
from two musicians.

It’s still bottom salary 
after decade of struggle 


—Ten years ago a royal commission— 
pegged women's average income 
at less than half that of men. The 
economic picture remains the same. 


OTTAWA (CP) - When 
the Royal Commission on the 
Status of Women held public 
hearings a decade ago, the 
average income of women 
was less than half the aver¬ 
age income of men. 

It still is. Then, the aver¬ 
age male income from ail 
sources was $5,534 compared 
to $2,283 for women. The 
comparable figures today 
are $12,611 and $5,884. 

The salary picture is simi- 
I'ar. The full-time working 
woman today earns an aver¬ 
age of about 55 cents for 
every dollar in her male 
counterpart’s pay cheque. So 
it was a decade ago. 

MONEY isn’t the only 
measure of progress for 
womerf in the last 10 years. 

Attitudes have improved, 
says Florence Bird, the 
woman who headed the royal 
commission and now is a 
senator. 

“There is a much better 
climate. But. and it’s a big 
’but,’ the economic position 
of women has not im¬ 
proved," says Mrs. Bird. 

■ I’m deeply and particu¬ 
larly concerned about 
women in old age. I’m just as 
worried about old men living 
in poverty but more women 
live in poverty and they live 
longer. On sTieer human 
grounds it gets me down.” 

SYLVA GELBER, 1968-76 
head of the federal labor 
department’s women's bu¬ 
reau, offers a similar com¬ 
mentary, adding that women 
likely won’t achieve finan¬ 
cial equality for at least an¬ 
other decade. 

"My hope is that, not on 
the basis of justice, because 
1 have no illusions about 
that, and not on the basis of 
fairness, because I have no 
illusions about that, but on 
the basis of sheer economic 
reasons, women are going to 
come into their own." 

She predicts that because 
the young populatioh is de¬ 
clining, women will be need¬ 
ed in the paid work force to 
fill labor shortages in 10 to 15 
years, to keep the economy 
going. 

THE NUMBER of women 
in the labor force already 
has increased to 4.2 million 
from 2,5 million a decade 
ago. And the unemployment 
rate among women has more 
than doubled from 4.4 per 
cent in 1968. 

Senator Bird notes that for 
the first time in years, more

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young women than young 
men are unemployed. 

And recent legislation in¬ 
creasing the hours of work 
required to qualify for un¬ 
employment insurance 
benefits will make life 
tougher for many married 
women and single, elderly 
women. 

WHILE THE royal com¬ 
mission advocated freedom 
for women to work outside 
the home and equal pay once 
they did, it also called for 
measures'recognizing the 
economic value of house¬ 
work and child-rearing. 

Virtually every province 
has implemented some form 
of marital property law. 
However, none go as far as 
the commission recom¬ 
mended — the automatic, 
equal splitting of assets ac¬ 
cumulated during mar¬ 
riage. 

“They're at least a step 
forward, a recognition of the 
fact that women do make a 
contribution when they work 
in the home," says Mrs. 
Bird. 

SHE AND Ms. Gelber said 
in separate interviews that 
while progress has been slow 
in some key areas, there has 
been radical change in 
others. 

While women made up 
only three per cent of the 
soeially-powerful law pro¬ 
fession a decade ago. they 
now constitute 15-to-40 per 
cent of the student popula¬ 


tion in law faculties across 
the country. 

"That’s a social revolu¬ 
tion.” says Ms. Gelber. 

ABORTION law was not 
loosened as much as the 
commission advocated. But 
she stresses the dramatic 
shift in attitudes toward 
birth control — “Only 10 
years ago you could be ar¬ 
rested for going into a drug 
store and buying contracep¬ 
tives.” 

That anti-contraceptive 
law had been rarely en¬ 
forced though it was on the 
books. Mrs. Bird says the 
abortion law is likewise 
crumbling. 

"If a law is flouted, it will 
die under its own weight." 

The royal commission was 
appointed in 1967. held public 
hearings in 1968. wrote its 
report in 1969 and made 167 
recommendations to Parlia¬ 
ment in 1970. Most of them 
have been at least partially 
implemented. 

WOMEN UNDER federal 
jurisdiction got maternity 
leave rights and immigrant 
women got equal citizenship 
rights. 

The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission. with anti-discrimi¬ 
nation powers, was set up. It 
has made some headway, 
partially winning a battle to 
advance women in the mili¬ 
tary and establishing experi¬ 
mental equal opportunity 
programs. 


But some recommenda¬ 
tions were implemented only 
half-heartedly or temporar¬ 
ily. 

Job training allowances 
for married women, institute 
ed on the strength of the 
commission's advice, were 
reduced a few months ago to 
$10from$45weekly. Federal 
family planning grants were 
cut. 

PROGRAMS aimed at pro¬ 
moting women out of the 
lowest-paid, lowest-status 
jobs in the public service 
have not been highly suc¬ 
cessful. Day care service 
across the country peaked 
three years ago and has been 
declining although the need - 
has increased. 

Rape law was changed so 
that the victim’s past sexual 
conduct is not necessarily a 
factor in a trial. But she may 
be questioned at the judge's 
discretion. 

Women’s groups seek to 
have rape treated as a form 
of assault in the law . a pro¬ 
posal endorsed by the for¬ 
mer Liberal government but 
never enacted. 

A WIDE LAW permitting 
prosecution of prostitutes 
under vagrancy provisions 
was repealed. But some po¬ 
lice and politicians have re¬ 
cently called for a new law to 
crack down on prostitutes. 

Among law makers, 
women are still a barely sur¬ 
viving group. Only eight 


women were elected to the 
282-seat Commons in the 
May 22 general election. 
That’s one fewer than last 
lime. 

However, Progressive 
Conservative MP Flora 
MacDonald was appointed 
external affairs minister in 
the new government, the 
highest cabinet post ever 


held by a woman in Can¬ 
ada. 

The new government pro¬ 
mised reform for women 
during the election cam¬ 
paign with a package of 
promises featuring pension 
rights for homemakers. 

It's an idea the royal com¬ 
mission advocated a decade 
ago.

Color it blue for baby boy 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
"When I was young, I 
thought to have a baby you 
put a seedMnder your 
tongue," a 10-year-old boy 
says. 

"I thought you went to the 
hospital and chose a seed 
tied with a blue or pink rib¬ 
bon, depending on whether 
you wanted a boy or a girl," a 
nine-year-old girl offered. 

"I was sure that to have a 
baby, it was enough to love 
someone." said another girl 
to whom "to love” strictly 
implied a sentiment. 

The children were among 
a group of 10 fourth-graders 
in the maternity wing at 
Montreal’s Royal Victoria 
Hospital on one of a series of 
tours initiated recently by 
the hospital's Year of the 
Child Committee. 

The tour began with a film 
about the first days in the life 
of a girl named Rebecca, 
beginning a few minutes 
after her birth. 

"The baby is slippery 
when it’s bom," one boy re¬ 
marked. 

"That's because she was 
in a water bed.” offered a 
classmate. 

"That helps her come out 


more easily," explained 
Marion Copp, a nursing in¬ 
structor in obstetrics who 
was conducting the tour. 

At the day-nursery, the 
children saw an infant 
scarcely an hour old and 
others-born only a few days 
ago. 

The visitors were allowed 
toenter the clinic only five at 
a time. 

"You can look at the 
babies but you must not 
touch them." the nurse on 
duty told the children, who 
had to wash their hands any¬ 
way. 

The day before, 14 babies 
had been born at the hospital 
where 3,500 births take place 
each year. 

"I’m going to have a broth¬ 
er soon," said Sam, a nine- 
year-old on the tour. 

"How can you be sure it 


will be a boy?” nurse Copp 
asked. 

"I know," replied the boy, 
adding that both his parents 
are doctors and that they 
told him. 

The final stage of the tour 
was a visit with two young 
parents, Diane and Claude 
Tougas whose daughter 
Genevieve had been bom the 
day before. 

“I’d like to be a mother 
some day," one girl an¬ 
nounced. 

“My mother was worried 
about having mentally re¬ 


tarded children," said an¬ 
other youngster. "There are 
four of us and. thanks to God, 
we are all in good health.”

MOSCOW (AP) — Aiona and Mikhail are young, in 
love and living together. But for two years now. they 
have been breaking Moscow law 

The problem is that they don't want to marry. 

In the Soviet Union co-habitation among young 
people is still frowned upon 

But lovers like Aiona. 25. and Mikhail, 23. bravely 
flout Soviet convention and violate Moscow's strict 
residency laws so they can lead the life they want to — 
not one dictated by the slate. 

Like most young people, they met at a party. 

"We talked for just five minutes," Mikhail said in 
an interview. "I suggested we have a drink somewhere 
else and the next day. we found ourselves in my 
apartment.” 

That was two years ago. They have been together 
ever since. s 

"We're both surprised that we’re still doing it." 
Aiona said. 

Because of Moscow's acute housing shortage, they 
must live with Mikhail's parents in a four-room apart 
ment. But Aiona is officially registered at her mother's 
apartment across town and can't change her residency 
legally unless she marries Mikhail. 

It's not legal that I'm living here. " said Aiona. 
motioning to the sparsely furnished, dimly lit living 
room. If authorities wanted to, "they could make 
trouble for me.” 

Their situation is not typical of most young persons 
in the Soviet Union, who submit to parental pressure to 
marry early — many before they are 23 years old. But 
as the Soviet divorce rate continues to climb — one in 
every three marriages breaks up — authorities are now 
counselling lovers to get to know each other better. 


Many couples are lovers before they are married 
and, say Aiona and Mikhail, would even live together if 
the problem of apartments and frowns by their elders 
did not scare them away. 

Recent studies bear this out. A survey published in 
the journal Sociological Research asked 300 students, 
aged 11 to 16. whether teenagers should have sex before 
they are married 

The vast majority. 71.8 per cent, saw almost nothing 
wrong w ith premarital sex. especially if the couple is in 
love. Only 15.6 per cent answered. "Never." and the 
rest. 12.6 per cent, did not respond or said they had 
never thought about the question 

The reasons Aiona and Mikhail don't marry mirror 
those of their Western counterparts. Aiona is the most 
adamant. 

i was married before, and I had a very complicat¬ 
ed divorce,'' she said, recalling her wedding at age 17 
"Then I thought, never, never in my life will I do that 
again. 

Mikhail has tried to talk Aiona into marrying him 
but now agrees it's better if they just live together. 

Almost all of their friends are married, except for a 
colleague of Mikhail who has been living with his 
girlfriend for the past year. 

Many of the problems they encounter in Soviet 
society are petty but annoying. Because their Soviet 
internal passports do not carry the special stamp that 
shows they are married, Aiona and Mikhail cannot stay 
together when visiting a hotel 

And it bothers Aiona that her mother refuses to 
approve of her unorthodox living arrangement. Mik¬ 
hail's parents are more supportive, but his father, too. 
would like to see them wed

OTTAWA (CP) — Grocers in three cities began 
selling meat, fruit and vegetables in kilograms Ibis 
week to test metric conversion plans that will begin 
tipping scales across the country in January. 

The metric commission has spent five years 
overseeing production of the conversion script and 
the residents of Peterborough, Out.. Sherbrooke, 
(jue.. and Kamloops, are to judge whether the plan is 
a success. * 

Frank Dugal. acting executive director of the 
metric commission, said the three cities were chosen 
for Ihe pilot project because lhei(' residents have 
typical consumer habits. 

The cities were also chosen because their adver¬ 
tising and marketing areas do not overlap with 
neighboring cities, he said 

After the new system is in place the commission 
will survey the pilot areas so the program can be 
polished before it is implemented across the nation, 
he said. 

Residents of pilot cities will see the first signs of 
the impending switch when they read their weekend 
papers. 

Advertisements for next weeks sales will list 
metric measurements in small print next to the old 
imperial measurements ' 

Items such as hamburgers, potatoes and apples 
will be sold by the kilogram. Goods boughl in smaller 
quantities, such as delicatessen products, will be 
weighed by grams. 

After two or three weeks, metric measurements 
will get top billing and by Aug. 3! advertising should 
be only in metric. 

Dugal said the program has been worked out b> 
the metric commission, the department of consumer 
and corporate affairs, consumer associations, retail¬ 
ers and wholesalers 

The country wide conversion program will in 
volve 33.000 retailers grouped into 22 zones, he said. 

Each zone will begin conversion according to a 
schedule draw n up by retailers and the scale industry 
— which has to install or adjust scales 

In December. 1981.the pound and ounce will have 
joined the mile, gallon and degrees Fahrenheit in

Dear Dr. Ruble: Please 
write .something about com¬ 
plete knee-joint replace¬ 
ment, which 1 am consider- 
i n g . What arc the 
advantages? I have pain 
when w alking and must use a 
cane for support or I don't 
get very far. I am only 57. 
Also, I am : overweight — 
A.J.M. 

It would be nice to just 
replace "worn-out parts. ' 
hut it's not as simple as pull¬ 
ing into your nearest operat¬ 
ing room to have it done. 
Complicated surgery is in¬ 
volved. But if you really 
need it and it's available, 
and you can afford it, why 
not? Disabling pain is suffi- 
cent justification, the more 
so for a person in productive 
years who might suffer eco¬ 
nomically from disability. 

The surgery is not always 
successful, and the results 
are better for some joints 
that for others. Hips and 
other ''ball-and-socket" 
joints are easier to replace 
that complicated knee 
joints. Even finger joints can 
be replaced with the plastic 
prostheses. 


In your lelter, you tell me 
you are being treated for 
blood pressure. You have to 
bring that under reasonable 
control before surgery, and 
you might have to lose some 
of your weight. In fact. obe : 
sity can cause or contribute 
to weight bearing joint prob 
Ictns. Nor do you mention 
arthritis which al your age 
might be a factor. Are you 
trying to control that? 

Generally, joint replace 
ment surgery has improved 
greatly, and pain relief is 
expected in about 90 per cent 
of patients who have it. dc 
pending upon which joint is 
involved, proper post sur 
gery therapy and other fac¬ 
tors. Serious complications 
arc reported in from 10 to 20 
per cent of knee replace¬ 
ment (infection, rejection, 
loosening of the implants, 
etc.) It's an exciting field of 
medicine, but much has to 
be known about such things 
as long term 10-to 20-year 
results before it falls into the 
"routine" category. There's 
always danger of letting en¬ 
thusiasm get ahead qf per 
formance.

Victoria. 

Det. Robert Vai! of the 
Port Angeles police depart¬ 
ment, said the print was 
found on the night of April 24, 
1978, shortly after Janet 
Boweott's body was found in 
her apartmeni at 6lS W. 8th 
Street in Port Angeles. 

He said the print, later de¬ 
termined to be a thumb 
prinl. was found on the in¬ 
side doorknob of the bath¬ 
room door. 

Vail was testifying on the 
Port Angeles case after Mr. 
Justice Alan Macfarlane 
told the jury the crown con¬ 
tends that the circumstances 
surrounding the death of 
Bowcott, 20, are "strikingly 
similar” to the murder of 
Janice Forbes who was 
found strangled to death in 
her Queen’s Avenue apart¬ 
ment on Mother’s Day, Mav 
14. 1978. 

The judge said the jury 
will be asked to find the 
accused man guilty of the 
Bowcott murder and then 
asked to consider the simi¬ 


larities with the Forbes' 
strangling. 

"You will be asked to con¬ 
clude that it was the same 
man in both cases and that 
the accused was that man.” 

However, he warned the 
jury members that should 
the evidence in the Port An¬ 
geles case go against the ac¬ 
cused man it still didn't nec¬ 
essarily mean he was guilty 
of the Forbes murder 

"Circumstantial evidence 
must nol only be consistent 
with guilt but inconsistent 
w ith any other conclusion, 
he said. 

The jury was recalled 
Thursday after a three-day 
absence to allow Macfarlane 
time to decide whether facts 
from the Port Angeles case 
could be presented al the 
current trial. 

The jury was told ear¬ 
lier that Forbes, the mother 
of two, was found in her 
apartment at 207. 1017 
Queens, face-down and fully 
clothed. Her hands were tied 
behind her back with a piece 
of material knotted around 
her right ankle and the other 
end wrapped around her 
neck, 

In response to questions 
from crown counsel Richard 
Law. Vail said the aparl 
ment was very orderly and 
there was no sign of a strug¬ 
gle.

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Identifying coho more important than ever 


Most coho are now reach¬ 
ing. or have surpassed, the 
five-pound King Fisherman 
Contest weigher size. That 
means that anglers will now 
be entering a mixed bag of 
coho and Chinooks. 

King Fisherman contest 
officials request that anglers 
and weigh-in stations use 
separate entry forms for 
listing coho and Chinooks, 
although several entries of 
one species may be listed on 
each form. If both coho and 
Chinook are entered on one 
form, it means mountains of 
work for the King Fisher¬ 
man secretary and slows up 
the listing of entries. 

Identification of coho now 
becomes a problem for the 
King Fisherman Contest and 
will become a bigger prob¬ 
lem after next Jan. 1. when 
federal fisheries places a 20- 
inch size limit on Chinooks, 
while retaining the 12-Inch 
size limit for coho. 

A sure method of Identify¬ 
ing coho and Chinook salmon 
is to check the lower gum 
line where the teeth protrude 
over the lower jaw. A Chin¬ 
ook always has a black lower 
gum. Coho always have a 
white lower gum. 

Chinook salmon have spots 
on both top and bottom sec¬ 
tion of the tail. Coho have 
spots only on the top section. 
But, if spots are difficult to 
see, be sure to check both 
sides of the tail. 

For even more positive 
identification (but not when 
you have to release under¬ 
sized fish) keep the pyloric 
caeca (the string-like things 
at the end of the stomach) 
and count them. Chinook 
have 140 to 18S and coho only 
have 45 to 60.

The board said a Catholic 
school "can demand that Ca- 
tholie teachers practise 
what the church preaches, 
namely that one should not 
marry a person who. in the 
church's eyes, is married to 
someone else." 


The decision is expected to 
have far-reaching conse¬ 
quences in B.C. because Ca¬ 
tholic schools can receive 
public money under the Inde¬ 
pendent Schools Support Act 
and because the board also 
concluded that "in our opin¬ 
ion that same principle ap¬ 
plies to St. Thomas Aquinas 
School and to other Catholic 
schools in the province 
operated by the respondent 
society," the Catholic 
Schools of the Archdiocese 
of Vancouver.

After two days of debate in 
the Legislature, Stu Leggatt 
(NDP—Coquitlam-Moody) 
has won his fight for an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry into inci¬ 
dents involving a judge and 
Deputy Attorney-General 
Richard Vogel. 

Thursday afternoon Attor¬ 
ney-General Garde Gardom 
announced the appointment 
of Mr. Justice Peter Seaton 
of the B.C. Appeal Court as a 
one-man commission to in¬ 
vestigate claims that Vogel 
had interfered with the judi¬ 
cial process. 

The judge will be armed 
with all the power of a royal 
commission although his in¬ 
quiry is expected to be 
brief. 

Leggatt introduced the 
matter of Judge Phil Govan 
of Richmond and Vogel dur¬ 
ing debate on Gardom's esti¬ 
mates Tuesday night. He 
continued to hammer away 
at the same theme as debate 
on the attorney-general’s 
spending continued Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. 

An hour after Gardom an¬ 
nounced the inquiry, his esti¬ 
mates were approved. 

Outside the Legislature 
Thursday, Leggatt said he 
was happy with the attor- 
’ ney-general’s announce¬ 
ment. 

"I'm satisfied," he said. 

"It’s the appropriate ac¬ 
tion for him to take to clear 
the air. An appeal court 
judge with those powers has 
all the flexibility he needs to 
conduct's full inquiry. And it 
doesn't have to be a judicial 
fair or circus. It shouldn't 
take too much time, really.

Coggan, Sanderson said, 
promised to "study our docu¬ 
mentation and to make rep¬ 
resentation to the Common¬ 
wealth Secretariat." 

"He said he will try to put 
our case before the queen,” 
Sanderson added.

RCMP bugs 
fact of life, 
says Soviet

OTTAWA — Electronic bugging by the RCMP 
Security Service is an unavoidable fact of life for 
Russian diplomatic personnel, according to a spokes¬ 
man for the Soviet embassy. 

“We know that we are bugged," assistant press 
attache Igor Lobanov said Thursday. "We know it so 
we don't discuss particular information." 

Lobanov said the censored areas include their 
personal residences. He refused to say whether 
hidden microphones or other eavesdropping equip¬ 
ment has been uncovered as evidence that the 
RCMP has made bugging attempts. 

"There is proof,” he said, "but I won't go into it. 
It is not my subject." 

He said the subject is a matter for technical ex¬ 
perts.

THE ISSUE OF THE RCMP bugging foreign 
embassies in Ottawa was raised Wednesday at the 
McDonald Commission hearing into RCMP wrong¬ 
doing when Michael Dare, director-general of the 
RCMP Security Service, complained that an interna¬ 
tional treaty was limiting the right to bug embassies 
in Canada. 

Dare’s volunteered statement shocked the secur¬ 
ity and intelligence community. While virtually all 
countries routinely wiretap and bug the embassies of 
unfriendly countries the practice is never discussed. 
It is an unwritten rule among countries that one does 
not acknowledge that such activity occurs, let alone 
raise the subject. 

In keeping with this tradition spokesmen for 
various Eastern European embassies refused to 
comment on the matter. Included in this silence was 
the Polish embassy which last year reportedly found 
an array of listening devices imbedded in the w alls of 
its premises. The alleged discovery was made when 
Polish workmen were renovating ihe historic build¬ 
ing. At the time the embassy neither confirmed nor 
denied the incident. 

IN HIS TESTIMONY, Dare said he has asked 
RCMP legal officers to ask the United States and 
Britain, who also are signatories to the international 
agreement restricting embassy bugging, "how they 
have handled this agreement.” 

A spokesman for the department of external af¬ 
fairs said he does not know what international 
agreements Dare is talking about. He said it is up to 
Dare to specify the particular agreement. 

The spokesman added: “Over the recent years 
this department is not aware of any complaint from a 
foreign embassy.” 
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U.S. gas queues irritate UN's Arabs 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — Oil-rich 
Iraq, complaining that its.UN diplomats 
had to wait in line four hours to buy 
gasoline, suggested at a committee meet¬ 
ing Thursday that some New York filling 
stations be set aside for diplomats only. 

Saib A. K. Bafi, Iraqi deputy chief dele¬ 
gate, told the UN Committee on Relations 
With the Host Country another idea might 
be to let diplomats buy their gasoline 
at the UN headquarters pump now re¬ 
served for 20 UN Secretariat trucks. 

U.S. delegate Herbert Reis ignored 
Bafi’s point about special stations but said 
his delegation would be willing to support 
an application to the U.S. government for 


an increased allocation of gasoline to the 
UN pump. 

Yoshio Tagaya, a UN secretariat offi¬ 
cial, said the idea of making that pump 
available to the diplomatic community 
needed careful study before anything 
could be done about it. 

The meeting was adjourned without ac¬ 
tion until Monday. 

The meeting was requested by Ambas¬ 
sador Salah Omar al-Ali of Iraq, a mem¬ 
ber of the Organization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries. 

Bafi told a reporter: "We ask for gaso¬ 
line to be allocated for diplomats because 
they are in a terrible situation.”

Zoning bylaw 
going back 
for reworking 

DUNCAN — North Cowichan's controversial zon¬ 
ing bylaw is going back to the drawing board for a 
"reworking" following the concerns expressed by 
many of the more than 300 persons attending public 
hearings. 

Aid. Graham Bruce, council representative on 
the Advisory Planning Commission, said: “We'll 
rework the bylaw during the summer and bring it 
back to additional public hearings in the fall.” 

Bruce told the Colonist. "I was very pleased with 
the heavy turnout of residents and by the quality of 
the briefs presented. They were much better than in 
the past. Many of them were extremely construc¬ 
tive." 

"People were trying to deal on a factual basis; 
there were very few personalities involved. It’s 
council's responsibility to now rework the bylaw and 
for the public to keep their eyes and ears open and let 
us know what they want.” he said. 

Main points of contention in the bylaw are the 
"limited industrial" zone in Cowichan Bay, expand¬ 
ed commercial development at .Genoa Bay and the 
south end industrial park. 

One area of the bylaw for which council received 
praise was the removal of the Somenos Flats area 
from commercial general zoning and its replace¬ 
ment with a two-acre minimum rural restricted 
zone. 

The proposed zoning for the Doman’s mill site at 
Cowichan Bay, was attacked by former alderman 
Birgitte Meagher. She presented an account of what 
she claimed was the past history of the Doman 
operation. 

She said: “They (Domans) were given approval 
for a small log sawmill, a planer mill and a small 
office. It seems some aldermen have a commitment 
to Doman's for future development, when they 
agreed to those three items." 

Meagher told the hearing committee that she 
believed Doman's had not lived up to all the agree¬ 
ments it made in its original application to lo¬ 
cale at Cowichan Bay. 

She claimed Doman's had used more log storage 
area than it was allowed, had failed to remove hog 
fuel from the site and had failed to replace seven 
acres of marsh land which was filled in during mill 
construction. 

Vancouver environment lawyer Russell Anthony 
presented a brief on behalf of the Cowichan Estuary 
Preservation Society. 

Anthony called for removal of the Cowichan Bay 
section from any rezoning until the Cowichan Es¬ 
tuary Task Force had released its report. 

He said rezoning of the Doman property 
shouldn't proceed without an environmental impact 
study as required under provincial order-in-council. 

Len Lambrecht, Genoa Bay Marina owner, who 
had asked to have an adjacent lot zoned commercial 
for his future expansion plans, mentioned the im¬ 
provements he had already made to his facility. 

He said the water shortage problem in the tiny 
community was not as serious as other residents had 
claimed. 

Speaking against increasing the commercial 
area at Genoa Bay, resident James Nason said 
potential for expansion exists on the present marina 
iot. He was against Genoa Bay having to support any 
increased population. 

A 46-name petition opposing extension of the 
south end industrial park to include an area on the 
south side of the Lake Cowichan Highway, was 
presented by Chastley Road resident Wendy 
Mayne.

Dr. Karl Friedmann, 40, 
was sworn into office July 4 
but he said he would not be 
ready to accept complaints 
until Oct. l because he has to 
hire staff and because the 
law which governs his office 
would not be effective until 
that date. 

Any complaints received 
before then—and he has re¬ 
ceived more than 200 so 
far—are being returned to 
the person making them in 
case alternative action can 
be taken before it is too 
late. 

Friedmann, an associate 
professor of political science 
at the University of Calgary, 
is an acknowledged expert in 
his new job. 

He was appointed to the 
six-year. $52,000-a-year posi¬ 
tion on the unanimous rec¬ 
ommendation of an all-party 
legislative committee. That 
decision was ratified unani¬ 
mously this year by the legis¬ 
lature. 

“This will give me a 
chance to put into practice 
what I have been preaching 
for years,’’ said Fried¬ 
mann.

MOSCOW (AP) — Alona and Mikhail are young, in 
love and living together. But for two years now, they 
have been breaking Moscow law . 

The problem is that they don't want to marry. 

In the Soviet Union Co-habitation among young 
people is still frowned upon. 

But lovers like Alona. 25, and Mikhail, 23. bravely 
flout Soviet convention and violate Moscow's strict 
residency laws so they can lead the life they want to — 
not one dictated by the state. 

Like most young people, they met at a parly. 

"We talked for just five minutes," Mikhail said in 
an interview. "I suggested we have a drink somewhere 
else and the next day, we found ourselves in my 
apartment." 

That was two years ago. They have been together 
ever since. 

"We're both surprised that we re still doing it." 
Alona said 

Because of Moscow's acute housing shortage, they 
must live with Mikhail's parents in a foUr-’room apart 
ment. But Alona is officially registered at her mother's 
apartment across town and can t change her residency 
legally unless she marries Mikhail 

It’s not legal that I'm living here." said Alona. 
motioning to the sparsely furnished, dimly lit living 
room. If authorities wanted to, "they could make 
trouble for me.” 

Their situation is not typical of most young persons 
in the Soviet Union, who submit to parental pressure to 
marry early — many before they are 23 years old. But 
as the Soviet divorce rate continues to climb — one in 
every three marriages breaks up — authorities are now 
counselling lovers to get to know each other better. 


Many couples are lovers before they are married 
and. say Alona and Mikhail, would even live together if 
the problem of apartments and frowns by their elders 
did not scare them away. 

Recent studies bear this out. A survey published in 
the journal Sociological Research asked 30 U students, 
aged 14 to IB, whether teenagers should have sex before 
they are married 

The vast majority. 71.8 per cent, saw almost nothing 
wrong with premarital sex. especially if the couple is in 
love. Only 15.6 per cent answered. 'Nwver. ' and the 
rest, 12.6 per cent, did not respond or said they had 
never thought about the question. 

The reasons Alona and Mikhail don’t marry mirror 
•those of their Western counterparts. Alona is the most 
adamant. 

"I was married before, and I had a very complicat¬ 
ed divorce." she said, recalling her wedding at age 17. 
"Then 1 thought, never, never in my life will I do that 
again. * 

Mikhail has tried to talk Alona into marrying him 
but now agrees it's better if they just live together. 

Almost all of their friends are married, except for a 
colleague of Mikhail who has been living with hfs 
girlfriend for the past year 

Many of the problems they encounter in Soviet 
society are petty but annoying Because their Soviet 
internal passports do not carry the special stamp that 
shows they are married. Alona and Mikhail cannot stay 
together when visiting a hotel. 

And it bothers Alona that her mother refuses to 
approve of her unorthodox living arrangement. Mik¬ 
hail's parents are more supportive, but his father, too. 
would like to see them wed

OTTAWA (CP) — Grocers in three cities began 
selling meat, fruit and vegetables in kilograms this 
week to test metric conversion plans that will begin 
tipping scales across the country in January. 

The metric commission has spent five years 
overseeing production of the .conversion script and 
the residents of Peterborough, Ont.. Sherbrooke. 
Que.. and Kamloops, are to judge whether the plan is 
a success. 

Frank Dugal. acting executive-director of the 
metric commission, said the three cities were chosen 
for the pilot project because their residents have 
typical consumer habits 

The cities were also chosen because their adver¬ 
tising and marketing areas do not overlap with 
neighboring cities, he said 

After the new system is in place the commission 
will survey the pilot areas so the program can be 
polished before it is implemented across the nation, 
he said. 

Residents of pilot cities w ill see the first signs of 
the impending switch when they read their weekend 
papers. 

Advertisements for next weeks' sales will list 
metric measurements in small print next to the old 
imperial measurements. 

Items such as hamburgers, potatoes and apples 
will be sold by the kilogram. Goods bought in smaller 
quantities, such as delicatessen products, will be 
weighed by grams. 

After two or three weeks, metric measurements 
will get top billing and by Aug. 31 advertising should 
be only in metric. 

Dugal said the program has been worked out b> 
the metric commission, the department of consumer 
and corporate affairs, consumer associations, retail¬ 
ers and wholesalers. 

The country-wide conversion program will in¬ 
volve 33.000 retailers grouped into'22 zones, he said 

Each zone will begin conversion according to.a 
schedule draw n up by retailers and the scale industry 
— which has to install or adjust scales. 

In December. 1961.the pound and ounce will have 
joined the mile, gallon and degrees Fahrenheit in 
oblivion.

Dear Dr. Ruble: Please 
w rite something about com¬ 
plete knee-joint replace¬ 
ment. which 1 am consider- 
i n g . Wliat are the 
advantages? 1 have pain 
when w alking and must use a 
cane for support or 1 don’t 
get very far. I ant only 57. 
Also, 1 am overweight. — 
A.J.M. 

It would be nice to just 
replace "worn-out parts." 
but it's not as simple as pull¬ 
ing into your nearest operat¬ 
ing room to hate it done. 
Complicated surgery is in¬ 
volved. But if you really 
need it and it's available, 
and you can afford it. why 
not? Disabling pain is suffi- 
cenl justification, the more 
so for a person in productive 
years who might suffer eco¬ 
nomically from disability. 

The surgerv is not always 
successful, and the rcsulls 
are better for some joints 
that for others. Hips and 
other “ball-and-socket" 
joints arc easier to replace 
that complicated knee 
joints. Even finger joints can 
be replaced with the plastic 
pros theses. 


In your letter, you tell me 
you arc being treated for 
blood pressure. You have to 
bring that under reasonable 
control before surgery, and 
you might have to lose some 
of your weight. In fact, obe 
sity can cause or contribute 
to w eight-bearing joint prob 
lems. Nor do you mention 
artltrilis. which at your age 
might b“ a factor. Are you 
trying to control that? 

Generally, joint replace¬ 
ment surgery has improved 
greatly, and pain relief is 
expected in about SKI percent 
of patients who have it. do 
pending upon which joint is 
involved, proper post-sur 
gory therapy and other fac 
tors. Serious complications 
arc reported in from 10 to 2 u

After two days of debate in 
the Legislature, Stu Leggatt 
<NDP—Coquitlam-Moody) 
has won his fight for an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry into inci¬ 
dents involving a judge and 
Deputy Attorney-General 
Kichard Vogel. 

Thursday afternoon Attor¬ 
ney-General Garde Gardom 
announced the appointment 
of Mr. Justice Peter Seaton 
of the B.C. Appeal Court as a 
one-man commission to in¬ 
vestigate claims that Vogel 
had interfered with the judi¬ 
cial process. 

The judge will be armed 
w ith all the power of a royal 
commission although his in¬ 
quiry is expected to be 
brief. 

Leggatt introduced the 
matter of Judge Phil Govan 
of Richmond and Vogel dur¬ 
ing debate on Gardom's esti¬ 
mates Tuesday night. He 
continued to hammer away 
at the same theme as debate 
on the attorney-general’s 
spending continued Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. 

An hour after Gardom an¬ 
nounced the inquiry, his esti¬ 
mates were approved. 

Outside the Legislature 
Thursday. Leggatt said he 
was happy with the attor¬ 
ney-general's announce¬ 
ment. 

"I'm satisfied," he said. 

"It's the appropriate ac¬ 
tion for him to take to clear 
the air. An appeal court 
judge with those powers has 
all the flexibility he needs to 
conduct a full inquiry. And it 
doesn't have to be a judicial 
fair or circus. It shouldn't 
lake too much time, really, 


before we know what really 
happened." 

The inquiry dates will be 
established by Seaton with 
the inquiry held in public. 

At issue is the claim that 
Vogel telephoned Govan and 


suggested he disqualify him¬ 
self from a family court 
hearing because an earlier 
ruling made by Govan would

Oil prices to blame , 
no one to bail us out

PARIS — The leading non¬ 
communist industrial na¬ 
tions are going to slide al¬ 
most all together into a 
worldwide recession this 
year as a result of the latest 
round of oil price increases, 
according to initial esti¬ 
mates by the international 
organization that groups 
those countries. 

Sources with access to the 
preliminary calculations of 
the Paris-based Organiza¬ 
tion for Economic Co-opera¬ 
tion and Development said 
that they show an across- 
the-board drop of about one 
sixth in the estimated eco¬ 
nomic; growth of major in¬ 
dustrial countries. 

In other recessions since 
the Second World War, West¬ 
ern Europe and Canada- 
United States have not 
usually gone into a down¬ 
turn in lockstep. This made it 
possible for the North 
American nations or the 
West European economy to 
help each other out or at 
least to exert enough pull to 
prevent further downturns. 

The major exception was 
the recession that followed 
the first great round of oil 
price rises during the Arab 
oil embargo of 1973-74. 

The OECD forecast is in 


line with U.S. assessments of 
the impact of the price in¬ 
creases announced last week 
by the Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries.

RCMP bugs 
fact of life, 
says Soviet

OTTAWA — Electronic bugging by the RCMP 
Security Service is an unavoidable fact of life for 
Russian diplomatic personnel, according to p spokes¬ 
man for the Soviet embassy. 

"We know- that we are bugged." assistant press 
attache Igor Lobanov said Thursday. "We know it so 
we don’t discuss particular information." 

Lobanov said the censored areas include their 
personal residences. He refused to say whether 
hidden microphones or other eavesdropping equip¬ 
ment has been uncovered as evidence that the 
RCMP has made bugging attempts. 

"There is proof," he said, "but I won’t go into it. 
It is not my subject." 

He said the subject is a matter for technical ex¬ 
perts. 

THE ISSUE OF THE RCMP bugging foreign 
embassies in Ottawa was raised Wednesday at the 
McDonald Commission hearing into RCMP wrong¬ 
doing when Michael Dare, director-general of the 
RCMP Security Service, complained that an interna¬ 
tional treaty was limiting the right to bug embassies 
in Canada. 

Dare's volunteered statement shocked the secur¬ 
ity and intelligence community. While virtually all 
countries routinely wiretap and bug the embassies of 
unfriendly countries the practice is never discussed. 
It is an unwritten rule among countries that one does 
not acknowledge that such activity occurs, let alone 
raise the subject. 

In keeping with this tradition spokesmen for 
various Eastern European embassies refused to 
comment on the matter. Included in this silence was 
the Polish embassy which last year reportedly found 
an array of listening devices imbedded in the w alls of 
its premises. The alleged discovery w as made w hen 
Polish workmen were renovating the historic build¬ 
ing. At the time the embassy neither confirmed nor 
denied the incident. 

IN HIS TESTIMONY, Dare said he has asked 
RCMP legal officers to ask the United States and 
Britain, who also are signatories to the international 
agreement restricting embassy bugging, "how they 
have handled this agreement.” 

A spokesman for the department of external af 
fairs said he does not know what international 
agreements Dare is talking about. He said it is up to 
Dare to specify the particular agreement. 

The spokesman added: "Over the recent years 
this department is not aware of any complaint from a 
foreign embassy." 


U.S. gas queues irritate UN’s Arabs 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) - Oil-rich 
Iraq, complaining that its UN diplomats 
had to wait in line four hours to buy 
gasoline, suggested at a committee meet¬ 
ing Thursday that some New York filling 
stations be set aside for diplomats only. 

Saib A. K. Bafi, Iraqi deputy chief dele¬ 
gate, told the UN Committee on Relations 
With the Host Country another idea might 
be to let diplomats buy their gasoline 
at the UN headquarters pump now re¬ 
served for 20 UN Secretariat trucks. 

U.S. delegate Herbert Reis ignored 
Bafi's point about special stations but said 
his delegation would be willing to support 
an application to the U.S. government for 


an increased allocation of gasoline to the 
UN pump. 

Yoshio Tagaya, a UN secretariat offi¬ 
cial, said the idea of making that pump 
available to the diplomatic community 
needed careful study before anything 
could be done about it. 

The meeting was adjourned without ac¬ 
tion until Monday. 

The meeting was requested by Ambas¬ 
sador Salah Omar al-Ali of Iraq, a mem¬ 
ber of the Organization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries. 

Bafi told a reporter: “We ask for gaso¬ 
line to be allocated for diplomats because 
they are in a terrible situation." 


He said diplomats were having to wait 
in line for gasoline at filling stations when 
they should be carrying out their normal 
duties. 

Taking Iraq as an example. Bafi said: 
"We are using a lot of gas We have to 
stand in the line and this is all affecting our 
work.” 

He explained that Iraq has about 10 
official cars, its diplomats drive four times 
a day between their uptown New York 
mission and UN headquarters and they go 
periodically to Kennedy airport to send or 
pick up diplomatic pouches. 

But he said that Iraq, a member of the 
committee, is acting not for itself alone but 


"for all the diplomatic missions here at the 
UN" in asking for a meeting on the 
subject. He said other countries, both Arab 
and non-Arab, have requested Iraq to 
act. 

Asked if he knew what is causing gaso¬ 
line to be in short supply in some parts of 
the United States, Bafi replied: "No. 1 
don't." 

Joseph Glennon of the U.S. mission in 
the UN said the mission already has made 
arrangements for the diplomats to be ex¬ 
empted from New York's odd-even gas 
purchase system by applying to the stale 
motor vehicles department.
